(SUPERVISION AND CONTROL ) Act 1960. 
1. Short tille and Commencement:-(a ) These rules shall be called the 
Kerala State (Orphanages and other Charitable Homes) Board of 
Control Rules, 1961. 

( b ) They shall come into force at once. 
2. Definition.-- In these rules unless the context otherwise requires: 

(a ) ACT means the orphanages and other Charitable Homes 
( Supervision and Control) Act, 1960 . 

(b ) BOARD means "BOARD OF CONTROL constituted 
by Government under Section 5 (c) of the Act. 

(c) HOML ixrludes Orphanages , Charitable Homes or any 
other institution contemplated under the Act . 

(d ) OFFICER means the officer in charge of the Social 
Welfare wotk in the State. 

3. Election to the Board of Members from the Managing Committee 
Members .- ( a ) The officer shall convene a meeting of representatives 
of the Managing Committees for electing the members of the Board 
under Clause (b ) of Sub Section (2) of Section 5 and each Managing 
Con mitice shall be represented at the meeting by one of its members

only . The quorum for the meeting shall be not less than two thirds of 
the number of members of the Managing Committees . 

(b ) The election of the 5 members shall be by preferential 
voting and the voting shall be by secret ballot. 

4. No representative of a Home shall be a member of the Board if 
he/she : 

(a ) (i) is not ordinarily resident in the State of Kerala . 

(ii ) has not completed the age of 35 . 
(iii ) is a member of State Assembly or a member of either 

House of Parliament. 
(iv ) holds any office of profit under control of State or 

Central Government. 
(v ) is of unsound mind and so declared by a competent 

court . 
(vi) is an insolvent. 

(b ) Any question or controversy about the disqualification for 
standing for election as a member to the Board shall be referred to the 
Officer whose decision shall be final unless and until it is revoked on 
appeal. 

(c) An appeal on the decision of the officer shall lie to Govern 
ment, if such appeal is made within a fortnight by the aggrieved 
person . The decision of Government shall be final in the matter . 

5. Election of the Chairman . (a ) The officer shall convene a meeting 
of the members of the Board under the chairmanship of one of the 
members nominated by Government and at this meeting a Chairman 
shall be elected for the Board from among themembers . 

fb ) The election shall be by secret ballot and the candidate who 
secures the majority of the votes shall be declared elected as the 
"CHAIRMAN . 

(c ) If after counting equality of votes is found between two 
candidates, the officer conducting the election shall decide forthwith the 
result by lot and proved as if the candidate on whom the lot falls has 
received an additional vote . 

6. Funds. The funds of the Board shall be deposited in the Govern 
ment Treasury in a P.D. account opened for the purpose. The P. D. 
Account shall be operated jointly by the Chairman of the Board 
and the Officer in charge of Social Welfare work in the State to 
be nominated by the State Government under Section 5 (c ) of the Act. 

7. Forms and Registers .-- For establishments and account matters , 
forms and registers should be maintained by the Board Office as pro 
vided in the Account Code. 

3. Audit of Accounts --The accounts of the office shall be open to 
audit by the Accountant General and the examiner of Local Fund 
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Accounts or any other officer authorised by Government for the 
purpose . 

9. Administration of Funds. The Board shall utilize the fund for 
meeting the establishment charges of the staff of the Board and towards 
T. A. and other remunerations to the members of the Board . 


10. Remuneration and allowances to the Chairman and Members of the 
Board.- (a) Travelling allowances to the non-official members of the 
Board for attending the meeting of the Board will be payable by the 
Board at the rate admissible to Class I Officers of the State . The 
official member will be allowed to draw T. A. at the rate applicable to 
him under the rule . 

11. Recruitment to the staff of the Board and their service condi 
tions (a ) The Board shall constitute with the approval ofGovern 
ment a Recruitment Committee from among themselves for the recruit 
ment of staff to assist the Board . 

(b ) Appointment may be made with the previous approval of 
the Government, from the list of candidates sent by the Employment 
Exchange and in making such appointments rules 14 to i7 of the 
General Rules in Part I of the Kerala State and Subordinate Service 
Rules , 1958, shall apply . 

(c) The Government Servants Conduct Rules will apply to the 
employees of the Board . 


12. Annual Report.- (a ) The Board shall submit to Government an 
annual report on its administration for every financial year not later 
than 1st July of the following year. 

(b ) The Board and theManaging Committees shall furnish to 
Government or to the Officer any other returns or information pres 
cribed by them or called for from time to time. 

13. Certificate of Recognition - (a ) The authority for issuing the Certi 
ficate of recognition shall be the Chairman of the Board . 

(b ) Every person or Association desiring to maintain or conduct 
a Home shall make an application for the grant of Certificate of recog 
nition in form A annexed to these rules . 

(c) In granting the certificate of recognition , the Board shall 
consider the following particulars : 

(i) Character , antecedents , Social status and reputation of 

the applicant and in case of an association , of the Office 

bearers of the Managing Committee . 
( ii) Suitability of the applicant or association for running 

such an institution . 
(iii ) Reputation of any institution run by applicant or asso 

ciation 


(iv ) Character, antecedents , social status and reputation of 

themembers of the proposed Managing Committee . 
(v ) Accommodation facilities and sanitary conditions. 
(vi) Name of such institutions functioning in the same Taluk 

( with full details) . 
(vii) The Board , if satisfied that the applicant(s) is/are fit 

person /persons to run such an institution , shall grant a 
Certificate of recognition in form B annexed , which will 

remain in force for a period of three years . 
(d ) No Certificate of recognition shall be granted unless the 
Home in respect of which an application is made , satisfies the condi 
tions specified in the Act and Rules. 

14. Refusal and Revocation of Certificate . The grounds for refusal to 
grant a certificate or for revocation of a certificate already granted shall 
be duly communicated to the applicant or the Certificate holder as the 
case may be in person by taking his acknowledgement or by registered 
post acknowledgement due . 

15. Appeals. - Any person aggrieved by an order of the Board refus 
ing to grant or to renew or revoking a certificate shall prefer an appeal 
to the State Government, through the Board within one month from 
the date of receipt of intimation from the Board regarding the refusal to 
graut or to renew or revocation of the certificate as the case may be.

roll being divided into separate lists for each ward by the person 
authorised by the election authority in this behalf, not later than the 
date fixed by the Election Authority by posting a copy :

(c) in any one conspicuous place in each of the wards, 
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(2 ) Before publication of the electoral roll, a title page in the 
following form shall be attached to the electoral roll relating to each 
ward.

4. If, after the publication of the Electoral Rolls for the Panchayat

rolls , regarding which the complaint is lodged . 

7. On receipt of the complaint, the person receiving it shall conduct 
an enquiry on the disputed entries in the rolls and if any alteration in 
the rolls is deemed necessary , he shall make the alterations and publish 
the amendments in the samemanner as provided in rule 3 (1) . 

8. The person publishing the Electoral Roll on application made to 
him for the correction of an existing entry in the Electoral Roll for a 
Panchayat area for the time being in force , shall , if he is satisfied after 
such enquiry as he thinks fit that the entry relates to the applicant and 
is erroneous or defective in any particulars on account of any clerical 
or accidental mistakes or misprints, rectify the mistake or defect. Such

9. The amendments to the Electoral Roll for a Panchayat area 
which may be made by the Election Authority under Section 15 of the 
Act shall be published in the manner provided in rule 3 ( 1).

ORDER 
It has been ordered in the G. O. read above that if deputation for 
training involves a change of station and if, at the end of training, 
without allowing the officer to rejoin the post from which he is deputed , 
he is given a regular posting at a different station , he will be allowed 
actual journey time for his journey back to the station from which he 
was sent on training and regular joining time admissible under the rules 
from his old station to the new station to which he is posted . 

A question has been raised as to whether an officer whose 
deputation for training involves no change of station , but who is given 
posting to a different station on termination of the period of training is 
entitled to joining time. The Government order that, in the case of 
officers whose deputation for training does not involve change of stition , 
they may be allowed regular joining time as on transfer if they are 
posted to stations different from the one where they have undergone 
the training.

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above partics was referred to 
this Court by Government for adjudication under Section 10 ( 1) 
(c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947 ) 
by order No. 86111/L2/60-2/HLD dated 12-12-1960. The questions 
referred for adjudication relate to : 
“ 1. Conversion of monthly paid Chuck mooppan Yohannan 

into daily rated. 
2. Closure of the Mill with effect from 16-5-1960 " 
The case put forward by the Union in their statement is the follow 
ing : 
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Sri Yohannan has been a monthly paid employee for the last 13 
years. There was no proper reason to convert him as a daily paid 
worker . The only reason is that he is an active trade union worker . 
This is a fit case of victimisation and denial of social justice. 
Sri Yohannan has been getting Rs. 70 per month . This change has 
resulted in much loss in his earnings. This change is ille zal, arbitrary 
and in breach of the code of discipline. Hence it is submitted that he 
should be made a monthly paid employee on the same terms and 
conditions as before, also compensating the loss he has sustained in his 
carnings. 

Regarding the closure of the Mill there was not even 24 hours 
notice for the closure. The notice was put up on 13-5-1960 and 
closure was effected on 14-5-1960 and not on 16-5-1960. The only 
reason for the closure shown in the notice was non -availability of 
copra , which is against facts. This was only a false plea put for 
ward by the management. It was only on 23-8-1960 that the manage 
ment raised a fresh contention that they could not reopen the Mill 
due to financial difficulties. This was only an after thought. By the 
notice dated 23-8-1960 the management themselves have admitted 
that scarcity of copra existed no more. Even if it is admitted for 
arguments sake that the closure was due to bona fide reasons, then 
themanagement should have paid coinpensation to the workmen . The 
action of the management is thoroughly unjustified . The closure is a 
mala fide action . Hence it is only just and proper if the management 
is directed to reopen the Mill immediately paying fullwages to the 
workmen as compensation for unemployment. 

In the reply statement filed by the Management the following 
contentions are raised : 

Themanagement denies that Sri Yohannan was ever an active 
worker of the Union . He was drawing only a salary of Rs. 55 
when he was converted into a daily paid worker . The notice dated 
2-4-1960 regarding conversion of Sri Yohannan as a daily paid worker 
was put up under S. 9 (a ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, and copies 
thereof were forwarded to the respective officers of the Labour Depart 
ment 

No objection was taken against the notice either by Yohannan 
or by the union at any time before 1-5-1960 on which date it was to 
come into force. Neither Sri Yohannan nor the Union on his behalf 
can re-open the matter after it has become final. In fact Yohannan 
has been accepting daily wages after 1-5-1960 without any protest. 
It is true that s . 9. (a ) notice issued on 2-4-1960 does not refer to 
any reason for the change. The law does not require that the reason 
should be stated . The conversion is neither illegal nor arbitrary nor 
in breach of the code of discipline. Sri Yohannan is not liable to be 
converted into a monthly paid worker . He has not sustained any 
loss for which he is liable to be compensated . After he was converted 
into a daily paid worker on Rs. 2 as. 5 a day, his earnings actually 
increased . 

The closure of the Mills with effect from 16-5-1960 is just and for 
proper reasons. It was not an attempt to victimise the workmen . The 
Mill had to be closed for the time being for reasons beyond the 
control of the management. The closure was for bona fide reasons , 
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The management is not bound to pay any compensation to the work 
men under the provisions of S. 25 of the Industrial Disputes Act. 
S. 25 is not applicable to the facts of this case. The workmen 
not entitled to get or claim any compensation for the temporary 
closure. The management cannot lawfully be directed to re-open 
the Mills . The workmen are not entitled to claim any compensation 
for non -employment. 

The Union has filed a rejoinder reiterating the allegations in their 
statement and controverting the contentions of the Management. 

The questions that arise for consideration are : 
(1) Whether the conversion of the monthly paid chuck moppan 

Yohannan into daily rated is proper ? 

If not , what is the relief? 
(2) Whether the mill was closed from 16-5-1960 , and if so , 

whether the workmen are entitled to closure compensation , 

and if not, what is the relief? 
The Union and the Management have adduced evidence by 
examining WWs1 to 4 and EW1 and proving Exts WI and W2 and 
Ext.s El to E8 respectively . 
Point No. 1 :-- The fact that Sri. Yohannan was formerly a monthly 
rated employee getting a salary of Rs. 55 at the time when notice 
under S. 9 (a) was given is admitted by EWI. The worker Yohannan 
has been exainined as WW3 who also speaks to the fact that he was 
always getting a monthly salary from the day he entered service with the 
management. He has now already put in more than 12 years service. 
This is also admitted by EWI. According to WW3, his service condi 
tions were changed due to his Union activities and that it was so done 
in spite ofhis objections orally made to the management through the 
union secretary and to teach him a lesson for taking an active part as a 
member of the union . The union has also a case that it is as a sort of 
victimisation that the management changed the condition of service of 
Yohannan and that the management went even to the extent of clos. 
sing the establishment indefinitely soon after the union placed certain 
demands as disclosed by Ext W2. WW3 as well as WW1 speak to the 
fact that the management was not giving effect to the Minimum Wages 
Notification as well as not complying with the other provisions of the 
labour laws, viz ., issuing cards to the workers, etc., and that it was 
due to the union s letter to themanagementthat they were forced to 
give effect to the said provisions by giving attendance cards and paying 
the minimum wages due to its workers. Thus things were not viewed 
in the proper light by themanagement and it was in order to put a 
stop to such measures adopted by the union that its members were 
being tried to be coerced out of the union by methods like the above, 
viz , changing a monthly rated worker into a daily rated worker as well 
as stopping the work of the establishment without adequate reasons. 
WWsl and 3 were made to swear that at one time some of the workers 
joined the union and due to the pressure brought by the management 
they resigned but when the workmen found that their rights were 
being flouted by the management they were forced to join again whi :h 
was not very palatable to the management and the inanagement began 


to use the above methods to see whether the workers could be brought 
out from the union . Ewi is the proprietor of the mills who denies 
the allegations made against the management and speaks to the 
grounds which made him to change the condition of service regarding 
Yohannan as well as stopping the mill terr: porarily as per the Ext El 
notice. EWI swears that in all the other oil mills in the locality the 
chuck moopan is a daily rated employee while Yohannan , the chuck 
mooppan under him , was a monthly rated employee. According to 
EWIof late he was having financial difficulties which made him to 
temporarily suspend the working of the establishment and on those 
occasions he had to pay Yohannan since he was a monthly rated 
employee which gave him a lot of strain regarding the financial position 
of the establishment. He further states that Yohannan was not purely 
a chuck moopan but he attended to other work in the mills during the 
previous years of service and of late he refused to attend any other 
work than the running of the chuck which also made him change the 
service conditions of Yohannan . When EWI was examined he even 
stated before the Court an instance of the refusal of Yohannan to him 
when Yohannan was asked to run the machine for husking paddy 
during a period when the oil mill was not working . But it is very 
significant to note that no such question regarding such an act of 
disobedience was brought to the notice of Yohannan when he was in 
the witness box . According to Yohannan he used to attend to the 
running of machine as well as the work in the yard where copra used 
to be collected for preparing it before crushing the same. EWI s 
examination clearly shows that it was really as a sort of punishment 
that the condition of service was changed though the other reasons 
stated may also have weighed with him If really Yohannan refused 
to attend to any work which he was doing as before, the management 
ought to have charge-sheeted him and conducted an enquiry before 
taking an action rather than arbitrarily changing the condition of 
service of an individual who was for a long time continuing to enjoy 
the benefits of a monthly rated worker. Hence, in my view , I don t 
think there is bona fides in changing the service conditions of Yohannan 
from a monthly rated worker to a daily rated worker. Another argu 
ment urged in support of the management s action was that the service 
condition was changed after 9 (a ) notice, and that the worker did 
accept the changed conditions of service by accepting his pay and that 
he did not raise any objections till 19-5-1960 as per Ext É4 thereby 
suggesting that when once notice under S. 9 (a ) is complied with and 
no objcctioris are raised , the worker will not be able to question the 
action taken in changing the conditions of service. I don t think the 
argument is acceptable. S. 9 (a) notice is only intended to regularise 
a change in the condition of service, and theworker is perfectly entitled 
to raise a dispute on the basis of the changed condition . The purport 
of S. 9 (a) is , in my view , a safeguard for themanagement, viz., that 
the worker will have to work under the changed conditions if due 
notice has been given though he could question the same subsequently 
in a legal nanner rather than taking law into his own hands by dis 
obeying to do the work under the changed conditions of service . The 
Want of objections within 21 days does not in any way affect the right 
of the worker to question the bonafides of the changed servic : 
conditions. The learned counsel for the management also relied on 
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the entries in the various registers after his services were converted into 
a daily rated one, and urged before me that he accepted the amount 
on the basis of the daily wages. I don t think much weight can be 
attached to the signature taken by the inanagement in the wage regis 
ter regarding the payment of his wages during the relevant period 
which is relied on to show that the worker accepted the changed 
conditions of service since it has come in evidence that even while 
he was a monthly rated worker he used to be paid every week or 
whenever he demanded money though it was finally adjusted in the 
end of the month . It is too much to believe that the worker know the 
implication of signing the wage rigister after accepting the amount and 
to inſer that he went through every column of the wages register before 
he signed it . Hence I don t think the ratification by conduct relied on 
by the management can be accepted as a sort of estoppel for raising 
this dispute. Regarding the victimisation and unfair labour practice 
there is no much evidence excepting the interested testimony of the 
workers. One of the workers has even gone to the extent of stating 
that excepting paying their monthly subscriptions there was no uni in 
ac ivities indulged in by the workers in the establishment, so that it is 
too much to believe that EWI was prompted by victimisation or un 
fair labour practice to have the conditions ofservice changed but in my 
view he changed the conditions of service as a sort of punishment for the 
alleged disobedience as spoken to by him . Yet another argument 
advanced by the management s learned counsel was that by changing 
him into a daily rated worker Yohannan is not in any way a loser when 
the total emoluments for a month is taken into consideration . I don t 
think that it is a good reason for changing the monthly rated worker 
into a daily rated worker, for a monthly rated worker will have better 
rights than a daily rated worker and as such I repeal the said argument 
also . I therefore hold that the change of conditions of service of 
Yohannan is not a bona fide one and that from the date of his employ . 
ment after the re-opening of the roill he will be treated as a monthly 
rated worker his pay being Rs. 55. Ifany amountis due to him on the 
above basis after calculating the amounts drawn by him , he will be 
entitled to it . I find the point accordingly . 

Poin : No. 2 :-The question arising on this point is whether there has 
been a closure of the establishment entitling the workmen to have 
closure compensation which is being claimed by them . Incidentally 
I may also point out that the learned counsel for the union urged 
before me that if it is found that there has been no closure, the other 
workers who are seniors to those who have been taken in after the 
re- opening of the mill should be ordered to be reinstated . At the 
very outset I may point out that the latter request cannot stand 
scrutiny for a moment, for no such issue has been referred to this 
Court under the order of reference, and hence I have no jurisdiction 
to go into the same. The only question referred to is closure of the 
mill from 16-5-1960 . It is now admitted that the mill has been re 
opened on 7th of February, 1961 and regular work began within 3 
or 4 days after the said date. Ext. Wi is the notice calling of these 
workers informing about the re-opening of the mill and calling them 
for duty. Thus it is clear that there has been no closure of the 
establishment and as such the workers are not entitled to any such

compensation . The very notice put up on the notice board on 
13-5-1960 is proof positive to show that the management has not 
closed down the establishment once for all . Ext. El would show 
that the niill has been closed for an indefinite period . A perusal 
of Ext. El will clearly show that it has been only a lay off notice and 
the management is perfectly entitled to lay off the workmen for an 
indefinite period . It was also argued by the learned counsel for 
the management that the bona fides or mala fides of the employer in 
declaring a lay off cannot be seriously questioned , for it is the manage 
ment that has to decide the lay off taking into consideration , the circum 
tances existing at the time when lay off became necessary . 
It is only when it is shown that the employer has deliberately and malici 
ously brought a situation where lay off becamenecessary compensation 

be claimed by the workmen . The burden of proof of such 
deliberate and malicious attitude of the management lies heavily on 
the Union . There are no such circumstances brought out in evidence 
by the Union to infer that EWI was deliberately and maliciously 
planning to bring out a situation where lay off became necessary 
On the other hand , EW.1 stated that he was forced to pay off certain 
debts and that there was some financial strain at that time which 
made him to close the establishment and that in support of it he 
produced his accounts before this Court which was allowed to be 
inspected by the Union . The fact that he had to pay certain debts 
at that time cannot be disputed . On a perusal of his accounts I find 
the same. It is also seen that as soon as he raised the fund he opened 
the establishment. Hence in my view the closure of the establishment 
under Ext. El cannot be said to be a mala fide one, and in this case since 
it can only be con idered as a lay off notice and not a closure. It is 
admitted that the present establishment is one which has on its roll less 
than ten workmen , and hence the workmen , are not entitled to any 
compensation . I hold point No. 2 against the Union . 

In the result, an award is passed converting Sri Yohannan into a 
monthly rated worker as before with continuity of service, and in all 
other respects the Union is not entitled to any reliefs . No order as to 
costs . This award will take effect on the expiry of 30 days from the 
date of its publication in the Government Gazette under Section 17 of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947.

This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to 
this Court by Government for adjudication under Section 10 (1) (c ) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) by 
order No. 69803/L2/61-2 /HLD dated 5.9.1961. The question referred 
for adjudication relates to : 

“ Dismissal of Sarvasree V. Chellan and V. K. Govindan , 

Tappers" . 
The facts of the case, according to the Union , are the following : 

The two tappers concerned in this dispute were suspended from 
work with effect from 25th May 1961. The charge alleged against 
them was that they disobeyed the orders of the management. The 
suspension was without proper notice, and the management did not

even try to establish a prima facie case against the workmen before 
suspending them . On 30-5-1961 the workmen were served with 
notice raising further charges against them . The workmen submitted 
their explanations denying the charges against them , and an enquiry 
was conducted by the management on 12-6-1961. As a result of the 
enquiry they were dismissed by notice dated 14.6-1961. The enquiry 
was not properly conducted . The evidence of the witnesses were not 
properly recorded . The action of the management in dismissing the 
workmen was improper and unjust. The charges were all cooked 
up, and the workmen were not at all responsible for the decrease , if 
any, of the yield as alleged . They did not disobey any legal and 
reasonable orders of themanagement. They were dismissed due to 
the fact that they were active workers of the Union . 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed reinstating the 
tappers concerned with back wages. 

In the reply statement filed by the Management the following 
contentions are raised : 

From the beginning of the tapping season in the year 1136-37 
some of the tappers in the estate were adopting a policy of deliberate 
go-slow . The quantity of latex collected by Sri Chelian and Govindan , 
who were the moving spirits behind all this , was found to be con 
siderably less and the management informed them by notice dated 
29-5-1961 that their blocks shall be tapped by some other tappers of 
the estate , for a week from 25-5-1961 and that they should work in 
other blocks specified in the said notice during that period . But they 
rufused to obey the orders of the management and they even went 
to the extent of preventing other workers from tapping in the blocks 
at which Chellan and Govindan were working. Hence they were 
suspended from work pending further action on their misconduct. 
Show cause notices were issued to them , and they submitted their expla 
nations. An enquiry was conducted on the misconducts on 12-6-1961. 
At the enquiry they were found guilty of the charges, and on the 
basis of the finding at the enquiry they were dismissed by orders 
dated 14-6-1961. The dismissals of Sri Chellan and Govindan are 
just, legal and proper. The enquiry was properly conducted in 
accordance with the principles of natural justice. The mannage 
ment have not been actuated by the Union activities of the con 
cerned workmen or by any sort of unfair labour practices. The 
workmen are not entitled to any reliefs. The dispute is not an indus 
trial dispute. 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed upholding the 
contentions of the Management. 

The Union has filed a rejoinder reiterating the allegations in 
their statement and controverting the contentions of the Management. 
They further add that this is an industrial dispute under law . 

The point that arises for consideration is whether the dismissal 
of Sarvasree . V. Chellan and V. K Govindan , tappers, is justified ? 
If not, to what reliefs are they entitled ? 

The Union has examined WWs1 to 6 and has produced ExtWI 
and WI (a) in support of its case while the management has examined 
EWI and has proved Exts. El to E31 to support the dismissal. 
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Point No. 1 : 

According to the management, the dismissed workers who were 
tappers in the estate committed misconduct for which charge sheets 
were served on them and enquiry conducted and it was found that 
both the workmen were guilty and hence dismissed . In such a case as 
this the Court can interfere only. 

(i) when there is want of good faith , 
(ii) when there is victimisation or unfair labour practice , 
(iii ) when the management has been guilty of a basic error or 

violation of a principle of natural justice , and 
( iv ) when on the materials , the finding is completely baseless or 

perverse. 
The Union in its statement has alleged that the enquiry was not 
proper, that there has been no correct recording of the evidence thereby 
infringing natural justice, that ever on the evidence the finding is 
perverse, that the charges are all cooked up and that the management 
wanted to dismiss these workers since they were front rank active workers 
of the union in the estate . According to the union , Sri Govindan was . 
also a member of the central executive committee and a former union 
convener in the estate while Sri Chellan was a convener of the union in 
the estate on the relevant period . The charges levelled against the two 
workers were that ( 1) they resorted to go-slow , (2 ) that they did not 
obey the orders of the management, and (3) that they threatened and 
abused writer George. Ext. El is a copy of the notice put up by the 
Superintendent informing the workers that they should give up the 
go-slow policy . It is dated 12-5-1961. Ext. E2 is the reply sent on 
behalf of the workers by the estate convener Sri. Chellan , who is also 
one of the dismissed workers, denying the allegation . Ext. E3 is the 
notice issued to Govindan informing him that he has been following 
a go -slow policy and that for purposes of enquiring into it he was 
directed to tap block No. 7 from 25-5-1961 while the tapper who was 
attending to block No. 7 was directed to tap the block attended to by 
Govindan . Ext. E4 is a similar notice issued to Chellan transferring 
him to another block from 25-5-1961 and directing another tapper to 
attend to his block Nos. 10 and 11. Exts. E5 & 6 are replies sent for 
notices Ext. E3 & E4 respectively wherein they make a protest against 
the persons appointed to tap their blocks and informing the management 
that they should not be allowed to do it but any other tappers other 
than the persons deputed for tapping their blocks be directed to attend 
to the same. Exts. E27 & 28 are the reports of John , tapper , deputed 
to attend to the block of Chellan , and the report of Mathew directed to 
attend to the block of V. K. Govindan informing the Superintendent 
that they were not allowed to attend to the work on 25-5-1961. Exts . 
E7 & 8 are the notices dated 25-5-1961 issued to the 2 workers on the 
basis of the reports received by the management suspending them for 
purpose of conducting an enquiry for disobedience of the written 
orders of the Superintendent. Exts. E9 & 10 are the replies sent by 
Govindan and Chellan on receipt of the suspension notices recording 
their protest regarding the suspension . Ext. E29 is the report of the 
estate writer complaining against Chellan for abusing hin and 
threatening him on 26-5-1961. In the letter he has also stated that 
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Govindan has also threatened and abused him but does not specifically 
state the dates of the said incidents . On the basis of this the manage 
ment has served notices Exts. E11 & 12 on Govindan and Chellan 
calling on them as to why disciplinary action should not be taken 
against them for abusing and threatening the writer. Exts. E13 and 
14 are the explanations offered by Chellan and Govindan denying the 
charges. Exts. E 15 and 16 are the notices issued to the 2 workers 
fixing the enquiry date and asking them to be present with their 
witnesses. Ext. E 19 is the copy of the enquiry proceedings while Ext. 
E 30 is the orginal. The two workers have been examined as WWI & 
WW4. Their evidence shows that they took part in the enquiry but 
the enquiry was not proper and that the recording by the enquiry officer 
of the depositions of the witnesses were not correct. It may be 
pointed out at this juncture that the only answer which is the subject 
matter of this allegation is as pointed out at the time of argument as well 
as at the time of examination of Karunakaran as WW3 is as follows 
2160B ĐƯƠ) J5 2016 26c 622291 dBm@ º? ( Q ) GIO 2ơn .( A ) 
According to the union this answer was not given by Karunakaran but 
it was purposely written by the enquiry officer . None of the other 
portions of the depositions were challenged or specifically brought to the 
notice of Karunakaran WW3, WWI, WW2, or WW4 to show that 
they had not given answers not found in the enquiry report. A perusal 
of the enquiry proceedings, Ext. E 30 , would show that the workers 
were present throughout when the enquiry was conducted and that 
they were allowed to cross-examine the witnesses of the management 
as well as their own witnesses in support of their evidence . There is no 
allegation that witnesses were not allowed to be examined nor the 
enquiry officer was prejudiced against these workers. In the enquiry 
the worker has stated that the writer has no enmity towards him nor 
has he done anything to create an ill- feeling against him . All the 
withnesses of the management have been cross-examined very minutely . 
Themain attempt of the Union was that the alleged misconduct of 
go- slow is not supported by the evidence adduced by the management. 
Even if that is ignored , there are two other misconducts alleged by the 
management for which the dismissed workers were tried before the 
enquiry officer. One such charge is that Chellan and Govindan did 
not obey the order transferring them to other blocks and allowing the 
persons who were deputed to their blocks for tapping in order to verify 
whether there was really a go -slow policy adopted by the two dismissed 
workers. The evidence before the enquiry officer as well as in this 
Court show that they continued to tap the same block even on 25-5-61. 
The persent attempt of the two dismissed workers before this Court was 
that the persons who were deputed did not turn up for work which I 
do not think can be believed for a moment, for if they had acted as per 
the orders issued to them , they ought not to have worked on 25-5-61 
in their usual blocks but ought to have attended to the blocks to 
which they were directed . On the other hand it has come out that 
both of them worked on that day as before which only supports the 
management s case that they disobeyed the written orders of the 
Superintendent. There is also another charge against these workers 
that they abused the writer . The workers have examined two 
witnesses before the enquiry officer from whose evidence it could 
be gathered that one of the witnesses of Govindan did admit the 
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fact that he never knew about such an incident. On the other hand 
the enquiry proceedings, Ext. E30 , shows that even one of the 
witnesses of Chellan , viz ., Karunakaran at first admitted that Chellan 
abused the writer, but subsequently added that he did not abuse 
and that he never knew about it. But it could be seen from 
the enquiry evidence as well as the evidence before this Court that the 
incident of 25-5-1961 regarding Chellan was possible. The enquiry 
officer has believed the witnesses, and nothing has been brought out 
here to show that the enquiry officer was in any way prejudiced against 
these workers as to infer that he has taken a perverse view . Hence in 
my view there is ample evidence for the finding of guilt regarding the 
2 charges made against these workers. The union has also failed in its 
attempt to show that there has been any denial of natural justice nor 
the finding of the management is perverse. Govidan has a further case 
that soon after he was suspended he went away to his house and 
returned only for the enquiry thereby suggesting that the allegation by 
the writer that he was abused on the basis of the report dated 
26-5-1061 is false . A perusal of Ext. E29 will show that the writer has 
not definitely stated any specific date regarding the allegation that 
Govindan abused him but has only stated that he has been abused 
several times while Govindan was in the estate, Govindan has also 
produced Ext. W1 & Wi (a ), a letter and its cover , to show that he 
was away in Chengannur , but in the light of the allegation I don t 
think the letter will be of any much help , for in the enquiry it has been 
brought out by the cross-examination of George by Covindan that 
Govindan abused him on 25-5-1961 while returning from the office 
after accepting the suspension notice by Govindan . Hence I don t 
think much weight can be given to Ext. W1 or Wi(a ) . Considering all 
these circumstances I find that a proper enquiry has been conducted 
and they have been found guilty of 2 charges, even ignoring the other 
charge . As regards the punishment, when once it has been found 
that the misconduct has been proved , this Court has no jurisdiction to 
interfere with the same. I am supported in this view by the ruling in 
in 1960 K. L. T. Page 766 . 

In the result, I find that no reliefs can be given to the Union . 
Ordered accordingly . No order as to costs.

AWARD 
This dispute between Messrs. H. A. K. & Sons, Merchants, Chalai 
Bazaar, Trivandrum and their workmen represented by the General 
Secretary , South Travancore Varthaka Thozhilali Union , Reg. No. 144, 
Trivandrum in respect of the termination of the services of Sri Arumugham 
Pillai, an employee under them , was referred to this Tribunal for adjudi 
cation by Order No. 107812L259-1 H & LD dated 4-1-1960. 

2. In response to the summons issued to the parties they entered 
appearance and the General Secretary of the union filed statement setting 
forth the claims of the concerned employee . The management of H.A.K. 
& Sons represented by its partner Sait Hajce Muhammed Yusuff, in turn 
Alled counter statement stating its contentions regarding the claims of 
the union . 
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3. According to the union the above concern started business in 1105 
in the name of Sri Hajee Abdul Karim Hajee Hussain Sait as a small 
unit with an investment not exceeding Rs. 25,000 which has now grown 
up as a pioneer wholesale and retail dealer in Chalai, having a stock of 
goods and assets exceeding Rs. 25 lakhs. It is alleged that the con 
cerned employee Sri Arumugham Pillai was taken in the service of the 
concern in Medom 1106, that since he had good previous experience in 
the business, he was, even from the start, recruited as a purchase and 
sales agent, that from 1107 onwards he was deputed to Bombay and 
other places for purchase of stock for the concern and that this em 
ployee had , by his sincere and loyal service contributed substantially for 
its growth . 

4. Sri Hajee Abdul Karim Sait, the founder is said to be now per . 
manently residing in Bombay leaving its management in the hands of his 
sons Mohammed Hussain and others. It is stated that Sri Arumugham 
Pillai continued to be in their service on a pay of Rs. 158 p.m. plus 
Rs. 42 as pocket money , but of late, since the last two years, the manage 
ment felt that his services were not indispensable and that in further 
ance of their object of getting rid of this employee, the Managing Pro 
prietor Sri Mohammed Hussain on 30-10-1134, after closing the shop 
asked the employee not to go to the shop from next day onwards and 
told him that his services were terminated from that date. It is žurther 
stated that the management, at the same time, refused to give a written 
order of dismissal and that in obedience to the oral order of the em 
ployer, he did not go to the shop from next day onwards. According 
to the union the employee is entitled to the following reliefs on account 
of the wrongful termination of the services of the employee. 

28 months salary at the rate of 
5.1 Rs. 200 per mensum 

Rs. 5,600.00 
Notice pay 

Rs. 200.00 
Bonus for the year 1134 at 142 months 
pay as was the custom there 

Rs. 300.00 


Rs. 6,100.00 


The union would pray that the above reliefs be granted to the employee. 

5. The management in its counter statement has opposed the claim 
on various grounds, both on law and fact and the main grounds urged 
are : 


( 1 ) The union has no locus standi to put in this claim on behalf 
of Sri Arumugham Pillai. 

( 2 ) This Tribunal has no jurisdiction to entertain this dispute. The 
dispute if any , in this case is one concerning a single employee of Messrs. 
H.A.K & Sons and it has not developed into an industrial dispute at the 
time of reference and hence the reference is invalid . 

( 3 ) Sri Arumugham Pillai who was an employee of Messrs . H.A.K. 
& Sons Voluntarily left the service on 13-6-1959 without assigning any 
reason or giving any previous intimation or even without notice to the 
management. This is a case of voluntary abandonment of service by 
the employee. 
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( 4 ) Messrs . H.A.K. & Sons is a partnership firm which came into 
existence by a registered deed of partnership only on 17-8-1954 . The 
business conducted by Sri Haji Abdul Karim Haji Hussain Sait was 
an entirely different concern . Since H.A.K & Sons is a totally different 
business having its own separate management , separate capital and 
separate staff, his services under Sri Haji Abdul Karim Haji Hussain Sait 
cannot be taken into account so far as this dispute is concerned. 

(5 ) H.A.K. & Sons employed Sri Arumugham Pillai as one of its 
staff when it was started in 1954 on a salary of Rs. 158 p.m. He was 
not paid Rs. 42 as pocket money as stated in the statement. There was 
no continuity of service in H.A.K. & Sons from his previous service under 
Sri Haji Abdul Karim Haji Hussain Sait . He was only an employee 
just like any other employee attached to the shop doing routine work 
and was never entrusted with any responsible work. 

(6 ) The services of Sri Arumugham Pillai were never dispensed 
with as alleged on his behalf , but what happened was that he after 
attending the shop on Saturday 30.10-1134 (13-6-1959) failed to report 
himself for duty on the next working day viz., Monday 1-11-1934. Even 
before the management could contact him and enquire about the reason 
for this strange conduct, he complained before the Labour Commissioner, 
Trivandrum , on 18-6-1959 stating that his services were terminated by 
the management. The District Labour Officer after hearing both parties 
on 1.7-1959, was satisfied that there was no substance in the complaint 
and as the management expressed before the District Labour Officer its 
readiness and willingness to entertain him if he would come back , he 
( the D.L.O.) directed the employee to report for duty forthwith , which 
the employee refused to comply with . In fact the management reliably 
understands that Sri Arumugham Pillai has voluntarily left their service 
for the purpose of starting an independent piecegoods trade which is now 
conducted in his sons name in partnership with another as " Aruna 
Textiles" . 

6. The management would therefore contend that the employee is 
not entitled to claim compensation from Messrs. H.A.K. & Sons. The 
employee has received all his salary, bonus and other dues legitimately 
due to him during the period of his service. 

7. The union then filed a replication in answer to the contentions 
raised by the management in its written statement, in which the secre 
tary of the union has stated that the union is competent to sponsor the 
cause of the employee who is a member of the union and that this 
Tribunal has jurisdiction to entertain this dispute. The union would 
also contend that the business , H.A.K. & Sons is only a continuation of 
the business started as H.A.K. & Company (Haji Abdul Karim and 
Company) in the year 1105 , that Haji Abdul Karin Haji Hussain Sait 
is the investing partner and that the employees of H.A.K. & Co. con 
tinued to be in the service of H.A.K. & Sons. It is stated that the 
services of Sri Arumugham Pillai were terminated on 13-6-1959 and so 
he filed his complaint petition before the Labour authorities on 18-6-1959 
and that everything that followed was a make-believe to bring out that 
they have not terminated his services. The piecegoods trade by the name 
of Aruna Textiles, it is alleged, was started long before his services 
were terminated. 


8. From the contentions of parties the following questions arise for 
consideration . 

( 1 ) Whether the union on record is competent to sponsor this 
dispute ? 

( 2 ) Whether the dispute referred is an industrial dispute ? 

(3 ) Whether the management has terminated the services of the 
employee as alleged on his behalf or whether the employee has volun 
tarily abandoned his service under the management as contended on 
its behalf . 

( 4 ) To what relief is the employee entitled ? 
9. Point No. 1. On this point the contention of the management is 
that this union was originally registered at Thackalai in South Travan 
core, that consequent upon the formation of the Kerala State in 1957, 
this territory was ceded to the Madras State and that thereafter this 
union has no locus standi to sponsor the cause of this workman . The 
management would also point out that the registration of this union 
was cancelled in December 1957 due to non - submission of returns and 
that no such union by name " South Travancore Varthaka Thozhilali 
Union is functioning in Trivandrum . The management would rely on 
Exts . M25, M26 , M28 and M31 and the evidence of EW4, a clerk attached 
to the trade union section of the Labour Commissioner s Office, Trivan 
drum , in support of its contention . Ext. M25 is a list showing the trade 
unions which were functioning in the area ceded to the Madras State , 
he number of the unions, the year in which they were registered, the 
lumb . , of file relating to the registration of each union etc., and in 
this t . - name of this union is also entered as the second in the serial 
order. xt. M26 appears to be a memo issued from the Office of the 
Labour Commissioner, Trivandrum to the Partner, H.A.K. & Sons, ( in 
reply to a letter from the concern ) informing them that there is no 
union by name South Travancore Varthaka Thozhilali Union in Trivan 
drum . Ext. M28 is the register of annual returns submitted by the 
unions for the years 1959-60 and 1960-61. Ext. M31 is a letter dated 
27-10-1961 alleged to have been written by the Office Assistant for Com . 
missioner of Labour, Madras in reply to a lette addressed to him by 
H.A.K. & Sons. In this letter it is stated that the certificate of regis 
tration of South Travancore Varthaka Thozhilali Union , R. No. 144 of 
1124 was cancelled on 23-12-1957 for non -submission of annual return 
for 1956-57. EW4 has deposed that Ext. M25 will show that the tile 
regarding the registration of this union was transferred to the office of 
the Labour Commissioner , Madras at the time of the reorganisation of 
States in 1957. He has also deposed that no notice regarding the can 
cellation of registration of this union or the transfer of the file regarding 
registration to Madras was given to this union. This witness has also 
proved Ext. M29, a note alleged to have been prepared by him on 
8-8-1961 when this union filed the annual returns for 1960.61, directing 
them to send the return to the Registrar of Trade Unions. Madras. It 
is not known whether the draft of this note has been approved by his 
superiors or whether any endorsement to this effect was ever given to 
the union concerned . It is not also pointed out how this union could 
cease to function here even if the file regarding registration was trans 
ferred to the Madras State . Ext. M26 memo issued to the management 
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from the Labour Commissioner s Office , Trivandrum could not also help 
the management as at best the only possible construction to be put to 
it is that a union by name South Travancore Varthaka Thozhilali Union 
was not functioning on 14-7-1961, the date of Ext. 26 , which is long after 
this dispute was referred for adjudication . Ext. M31 is absolutely useless 
as the same has not been proved by anybody connected with the office 
and EW2 who has produced it could not even say as to who has signed 
that letter. Further it bears no office seal even . Thus the evidence 
furnished by the management does not show that at the relevant time 
i.e., the time of the reference, this union was not functioning in this State 
or that its registration has been cancelled. 
10. 

As against these we have positive evidence in this case adduced 
by the union to the effect that this union was effectively functioning 
as an association of varthaka thozhilalies in Trivandrum and that the 
Government and the Labour Department have recognised and were dealing 
with it as such at the time of the reference of this dispute. Ext. W10 
is a letter dated 18-2-1958 from the Secretary to Government (Kerala 
State) Labour and Local Administration Department addressed to the 
Secretary, South Travancore Varthaka Thozhilali Union , Trivandrum 
touching upon certain matters on behalf of varthaka thozhilalies sub 
mitted by the union through a memorandum dated 7-11-1957 . Exts . W11 
to W15 are letters given to the union by the Labour authorities on diverse 
matters connected with these set of workers during the years 1959 to 
1961. Ext. W14 is the receipt issued to this ur on from the Office of 
the Labour Commissioner, Trivandrum for having submitted t e an , 18 ! 
returns of the union for the year ending 31st March 1961. fxt. W11 
is a notice dated 20.5-1959 issued to the Secretary of this onby the 
Assistant Labour Officer, Trivandrum Circle ," inviting him for a dis 
cussion regarding the refusal of employment to one Balakrishna Pillai, 
Royal Emporium , who is a member of this union . It is also an admitted 
fact that the learned counsel appearing on behalf of the management as 
President of this Union was nominated by Government as a member 
of the Minimun Wages Committee for Shops and Establishments in 
1957 and that he functioned as such in that Committee. It is thus clear 
from the exhibits and circumstances referred to above that this union 
at the relevant time was in existence and was effectively functioning 
in this state and that the Labour authorities have been continuously 
dealing with it as a representative body of the workers coming under 
its fold . I may also in this connection point out that even otherwise 
it is not necessary that a registered body alone should sponsor the cause 
of a workman to make it an industrial dispute. Their Lordships of the 
Supreme Court have in Newspapers Limited Allahabad v . State Industrial 
Tribunal, Uttar Pradesh and others (1960 (ii) LLJ 37) held that it is 
not necessary that a registered body should sponsor a workman s case 
to make it an industrial dispute and that once it is shown that a body 
of workmen , either acting through their union or otherwise has sponsored 
a workman s case , it becomes an industrial dispute. Hence there is no 
merit in the first contention raised by the management. 
11. 

Point No. 2. - The question for consideration on this point is 
whether the dispute, though it concerns a single employee has developed 
into a collective dispute by the union on record taking it up or by a 
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substantial or appreciable number of workmen in the establishment 
supporting the cause of the employee. The contention of the manage 
ment is that none of the workers of the concern is a member of this 
union and that none of the co -workers of the concerned employee has 
supported his cause. The case of the union , on the other hand, is that 
an appreciable number of workers in the establishment viz ., seven out 
of a total strength of 16 , are members of this union and that the union 
has sponsored this dispute with their support and the dispute thereby 
has transformed itself into an industrial dispute . The union has pro 
duced and proved Exts. W1 series and Ext. W9 series to show that seven 
workers of H.A.K. and Sons including the concerned employee became 
members of this union in 1957 and that they continued as such till 
1960-61. Ext. W1 series are the application forms of the seven workers 
seeking membership of this union and Ext. W9 series contain counter 
foils of receipts for payment of subscription issued to these employees 
for the years from 1957 to 1960. The General Secretary of the union 
for the relevant years was examined as WW1 on the side of the union 
and he has proved Ext. W1 series and Ext. W9 series and have sworn 
specifically to the receipt of monthly subscriptions during all these years 
from the seven workers of H.A.K. & Sons. The Secretary of the union 
was later on cited and examined on the side of the management as EW3. 
The membership registers and receipe books of the union for the years 
from 1956-57 to 1959-60 filed in I.D. No. 24/1958, were by application 
incorporated in this case and we find in the register for 1956-57 proved 
through EW3, the names of all the seven workers of this concern . EW2, 
an employee of H.A.K. & Sons has deposed that there were altogether 
16 workmen at the time of the reference. It is thus clearly proved in 
this case that out of the 16 workers, seven including the concerned em 
ployee were members of this union. I am of the view that the support 
of 7 out of 16 workers in an establishment must be taken as sufficient 
to transform a dispute concerning an individual workman into a colle . 
ctive dispute. The General Secretary of the union in his representative 
capacity had taken up the cause of this employee as early as 3-8-1959 
before the Labour Commissioner . Subsequently on 10-1-1960 the exe 
cutive Committee of the union passed a resolution authorising its general 
secretary to conduct the case of this employee on behalf of the union 
( vide Ext. M24 minutes book ) . From the foregoing discussion it is 
evident that the dispute referred for adjudication is an industrial dispute 
and that the ground raised by the management that the dispute referred 
is only an individual dispute has no substance. 

12. Point No. 3. - The management has set up a case of voluntary 
abandonment of service while the union would contend that the en 
ployee was unjustifically refused employment from 15-6-1959. The 
management would rely on Exts, M4, M5, M10 (the documents relating 
to the handling of the dispute by the District Labour Officer ), the 
evidence of the District Labour Officer and Ext. M2 letter in support of 
its case of abandonment of service by the concerned employee. Before 
I pass on to the evidence adduced by both sides on this aspect, I shall 
refer to the events that followed the alleged termination of service . 
Sri Arumugham Pillai had on 18-6-1959 i.e., within a few days of the 
alleged denial of work, filed a complaint petition before the Labour 
Commissioner requesting him to interfere in the matter and to direct 
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the management to give him his legal dues. Ext. M3 is copy of the 
petition . The Labour Commissioner forwarded Ext. M3 on 23.6-1959 to 
the District Labour Officer for immediate necessary action . In Ext. M3 
he also directed the District Labour Officer to discuss the matter with 
the employer at an early date and send up a report. The District Labour 
Officer in turn , directed his office on the 25th to ask the employer to 
meet him about this matter . The officer issued a notice to the employer 
to meet the District Labour Officer on 1-7-1959 for discussion . On 1-7-1959, 
the enployer by Ext. W7 letter authorised one Sri S. Chidambara 
Krishnan to attend the discussion on behalf of the management. The 
employer along with Ext . W7 also addressed another letter to the 
District Labour Officer stating that Sri Arumugham Pillai was absenting 
himself from 15-6-1959 without assigning any reason . In Ext . 17 we 
find a note by the District Labour Officer to the effect that the concerned 
employee was also present, that the issue was discussed with the parties 
and that as the employer is prepared to take him back they should be 
informed accordingly . It appears that on 3-7-1959 the office prepared 
a draft letter to be sent to both the parties and after certain material 
corrections by the District Labour Officer , the letter was sent to the 
employer on 9-7-1959. The letter addressed to the concerned employee 
is seen to have been delivered personally on 13-7-1959 . Ext. 15 is the 
draft of the letter with the corrections. On 9-7-1959 itself the District 
Labour Officer has sent Ext. M4 report to the Labour Commissioner in 
which he has stated that the claim of the employee is not reasonable 
and that he has asked him to join duty and continue the work under 
the employer. Then on 3.8-1959 the General Secretary of the union 
wrote to the Labour Commissioner that no relief as per complaint of 
the employee dated 18-6-1959 was till then granted to him and that if 
he was not given the reliefs claimed forthwith , the union would start 
direct action for redressal of his grievances. The Labour Commissioner 
forwarded this letter also to the District Labour Officer with the direction 
to initiate conciliation and report the result immediately . Accordingly 
the District Labour Officer started conciliation proceedings in respect 
of this dispute with effect from 17-8-1959 and fixed 20-8-1959 for a 
joint conference of the parties. At the conference held on the 20th , 
the representative of the management alone was present. According to 
the union , the General Secretary could not attend the conference as he got 
the notice of the conciliation conference only on the 21st as evidenced 
by the postal seal in Ext. W2 (a ) envelop. 

13. It appears from the file of the Labour Commissioner s Office 
relating to this dispute, that the Secretary of the union had on 31-8-1959 
sent a letter to the District Labour Officer stating the reason for his 
absence at the conference of the 20th and that another conference be 
convened to explore possibilities of a settlement. But the District Labour 
Officer did not call for any conference as requested , since he had already 
on 27-3-1959 sent up Ext. M10 report of failure of conciliation at his 
level, to the Labour Commissioner . Thereafter the Labour Commissioner 
took up the matter and held two conferences, at none of which was an 
amicable settlement reached and so finally the matter was referred for 
adjudication . 

14. It was very seriously urged on behalf of the union that the 
handling of the dispute by the District Labour Officer was most unfair 
and onesided, that he easily and willingly lent himself up to the wishes 
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of the management, that he was hand and glove with the management to 
make out a case of voluntary abandonment of service by the concerned 
employee and that these would be borne out from the exhibits produced in 
this case and the deposition of the District Labour Officer himself . It 
was also pointed out that the employee was neither present at the dis 
cussion alleged to have been held by the District Labour Officer with 
the management on 1-7-1959, nor was he informed about the same 
earlier and that Ext. M4 report to the Labour Commissioner was sent 
behind his back and in collusion with the management without any 
intimation to him whatsoever regarding the proceedings contained 
therein . 

15. Now , Ext. M3, copy of the petition presented before the Labour 
Commissioner by Sri Arumugham Pillai on 18-6-1959 was forwarded 
to the District Labour Officer with an endorsement that he should discuss 
the matter with the employer at an early date and send up a report. On 
Ext. M3 itself the District Labour Officer ordered " Ask the employer 
to meet me about this" . The District Labour Officer deposed as EW1 that 
he gave notice to the employer alone regarding Ext. M3, though he would 
add that he had informed the employee by word of mouth. In fact, 
what he has stated in chief examination itself is that he called the em 
ployer on 1-7-1959 and discussed the matter with him . In Ext. M10 
final report to the Labour Commissioner also nowhere has he stated 
that he had discussed the matter in the presence of both parties. On the 
other hand what he states in Ext. M10 is " On receipt of the Labour 
Commissioner s endorsement IR ( 2 ) -3793|59 dated 23-6-1959, I contacted 
the petitioner first, and discussed the matter contained in this petition . 
After ascertaining from the petitioner the gist of his case , I contacted the 
management of Messrs. H.A.K. & Sons, Chalai, Trivandrum on 1.7-1959 
and discussed the matter". He has stated in cross-examination that the 
section clerk will be present at the time of discussions and that Ext. 
M5 draft was prepared by the section clerk . As seen from Ext. M5, 
what the section clerk wrote about the discussion was to this effect : 
" From your letter under reference and from the discussions I had in 
this office on 2-7-1959 ( 2 has been corrected as 1 ) with your repre 
sentative I have come to understand that the complainant Sri Arumugham 
Pillai was absenting himself from 15-6-1959 of his own accord and the 
management has not terminated his services till date " . EW1 has 
admitted that he corrected the above as " from the discussion I had is 
this office on 1-7-1959 with your representative and the complainant 
Sri Arumugham Pillai it has become evident that the management has 
not terminated the services of the said employee. The underlined por 
tions are admitted to be the corrections made by the District Labour 
Officer himself . From the Office note it is clear that Sri Arumugham 
Pillai was not present for the discussion . This clearly , is in line with the 
admissions of the District Labour Officer referred to above which con 
clusively show that Sri Arumugham Pillai had no notice of the discus . 
sion alleged to have been held on 1-7-1959 and that the discussion , if 
any was held in his absence. Again , the draft is seen to have been 
dated 2-7-1959 and subsequently corrected as 3 and it is addressed to 
the Managing Proprietor, H.A.K. & Sons, Chalai, Trivandrum with copy 
to Arumugham Pillai and it also contains a direction that he should 
report for duty before the management forthwith and reply compliance, 
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The District Labour Officer has stated that the draft as amended by him 
was issued to both parties on 9-7-1959. It is seen from Ext. M6 letter 
dated 11-7-1959 sent by the management to the District Labour Officer, 
( complaining that the employee has not complied with his order and has 
not reported for duty ) that the management received the letter from 
the District Labour Office before 11-7-1959 . Admittedly the copy to the 
employee was not sent by post and it is seen from the entry in the delivery 
book (Ext. W8) that the letter copy of Ext. M5) was personally delivered 
to him only on the 13th . It is not explained or known how copy of 
Ext. M5 was not sent by post or delivered immediately to the employee, 
especially in view of the direction contained therein that he should 
report for duty forthwith and reply compliance. Again , after Ext. M4 
report, the union on 3.8-1959 submitted a letter to the Labour Com 
missioner requesting him to take necessary steps for the redressal of 
the grievances of the employee and in pursuance of this letter the 
District Labour Officer started conciliation proceedings as directed by 
the Labour Commissioner . He fixed 20-8-1959 as the date for a joint 
conference. But the Secretary of the union got the notice of the proposed 
conference only on the 21st as is evident from the postal seal, Ext. W2 
( a ) . The Secretary of the union as WW1 has deposed that since he got 
the notice after the date of the conference, he could not participate in 
the conference and so he requested the District Labour Officer by letters 
dated 31-8-1959 and 5-10-1959 (letter of 5-10-1959 is Ext. W3) to convene 
another conference to try for an amicable settlement of the dispute. But 
the District Labour Officer had as early as 27-8-1959 sent up his report 
of failure of conciliation by Ext. M10 report without hearing the union 
representative or giving him an opportunity to present his case even , 
before him . All the same he would state in Ext. M10 that he made 
personal enquiries on the matter and that he had come to know that 
the petitioner was deliberately absenting himself without any reason con . 
nected with his employment. Further in Ext. M5 he has stated that it 
has become evident that the management has not terminated the services 
of the employee. This he has stated immediately after his alleged dis 
cussion as early as 1-7-1959 with the employer s representative who is 
only an ordinary salesman in the shop . The above averment as well as 
the averments in Ext. M10 will show that he had already made up his 
mind and in fact had decided the case against the employee immediately 
after contacting the employer alone on receipt of Ext. M3 from the 
Labour Commissioner . I may here point out that the positive conclusion 
reached by him in Ext. M5 can be seen to be absolutely lacking in 
bonafides from his sworn statement before this Tribunal that he did not 
fully believe the statement of the management and that therefore he 
conducted enquiries in the matter. But he has no case that on or before 
the date of Ext. M5 he had conducted any enquiries other than a dis 
cussion with the salesman representative of the management. Thus the 
exhibits and the attending circumstances will ultimately bear out that ever 
since Ext. M3 was forwarded to the District Labour Officer for enquiry 
and report till the final report (Ext. M10 ) was sent, he was purposely 
keeping out the concerned employee, siding with the employer and creat 
ing documents to make out that the employee had voluntarily given 
up his employment.

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16. The case of the ernployee is that at the time of the closing of 
the shop at about 9 p.m. on 13-6-1959 Sri Mohammed Hussain , the eldest 
son of the Proprietor Sri Hajee Abdul Karim Hajee Hussain , who was in 
management of the concern, asked Sri Arumugham Pillai not to report 
for duty from next working day onwards, that earlier in the day also he 
was told by the employer that he has decided to terminate his services , 
and that since all kinds of entreaties had absolutely no effect, he on 
18-6.1959 filed a petition before the Labour Commissioner seeking inter 
vention in the matter. He has deposed that he joined this concern in 
1106 when it was run in the name of Hajee Abdul Karim Hajee Hus. 
sain and Sons , that in 1953, the name of the concern was charged to 
H.A.K. & Sons in its abbreviated form and that since then the eldest 
son of Hajee Abdul Karim Hajee Hussian was managing its affairs. He 
has also deposed that ever since Sri Mohammed Hussian took up the 
management, a systematic weeding out of non -muslims especially Hindu 
employees was going on in the concern , that for about two years prior 
to his termination of employment, the eldest son was behaving towards 
him in an indecent and provocative manner and that in spite of all these 
he persisted in continuing in the service of the management, till he was 
ultimately sent out without assigning any reason whatsoever, on the 
13th . 

17. Now , the question of the alleged abandonment or alleged termi. 
nation of service will have to be viewed in the context of the conduct 
of the contending parties prior and subsequent to 15-6-1959 and the 
attending circumstances and probabilities. It is an admitted fact that 
Sri Arumugham Pillai was serving the concern as chief or seniormost 
salesman continuously from 1106 onwards, first under the management 
of the father and later on under the eldest son . It is also an admitted 
fact that all these years the employee was serving the concern most 
faithfully and well. The employee within three days of the alleged 
termination of his service wrote to the Labour Commissioner the original 
of Ext. M3, stating that without any cause whatsoever his services have 
been dispensed with from 15-6-1959 and that he has been kept out from 
that date. It is common ground that the employee attended work till 
the closing of the shop on the 13th . The next day was a Sunday which 
is admittedly a holiday for the concern . The question for consideration 
then is, whether an employee would ordinarily in the usual course of 
human conduct purposely keep himself out and at the same time put 
forth a case of refusal of employment, so soon after the alleged denial 
of work . It has to be remembered that there was no move on the part 
of the employer to ascertain or know as to why the employee did not 
turn up on the 15th, or on subsequent days, if as a matter of fact he had 
purposely or voluntarily gave up his employment as alleged by the manage 
ment. Ordinarily if an employee voluntarily keeps himself out without 
any reasonable cause , the employer would issue a notice calling for 
explanation for unauthorised absence from work ; more so in this instance 
where the employee concerned was holding a very responsible position 
and probably the oldest employee in the concern. The ground alleged 
against the employee is that he left the service under the management 
on his own accord to conduct a textile shop run by his son as Aruna 
Textiles in the Chalai Bazaar itself. But from the evidence in this 
case which has not been disputed , it has been proved that Aruna Textiles 
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is a partnership business of two persons, one of whom is the son of 
Sri Arumugham Pillai and that the same was started nearly two years 
before the alleged abandonment of service. Further Sri Arumugham 
Pillai has deposed that he gave Rs. 1000 as a gift to his son to eke out 
his livelihood in 1957 , that with that money he started a textile shop 
in the above name in partnership with another person and that he has 
nothing to do with that concern, other than that one of the partners in 
his own son . Thus the reason alleged by the management in support of 
its case of voluntary abandonment of service has absolutely no leg to 
stand on . 

18. Then it was urged on behalf of the management that Ext. M2 
post -card sent by the employee to one Sri Ganesan , a friend of his at 
Kottar will show that he left the service on his own accord . Ext. M2 
is dated 22.6-1959 and the matter relied on by the management reads 
thus: " mond o swn mada em 1-5.6 cela 1a9a3 " 
Sri Arumugham Pillai has admitted that he wrote Ext. M2 to one of his 
relations and that what he wanted to convey to the addressee by the 
above passage was that his connection with the concern stood terminated 
from the 1st of Ani, 1959. He has also stated that he did not want to 
make it known that he was sent away from the shop as his self respect 
would not permit him to let friends and relations in other places know 
how he was actually dealt with by the management and that the expres. 
sion വിലകി വിട്ടേൻ does not imply that he has voluntarily served 
his connection but only that his connection has been severed and that 
he is out. It has to be noted that Ext. M2 is four days after Ext. M3 
in which he has already lodged a complaint to the Labour Commissioner 
that without any fault on his part his services have been dispensed with 
from 15-6-1959 by the management. He has clearly stated in Ext. M3 
the history of his service with the management and how without any 
provocation or cause whatsoever his service in the concern was abruptly . 
terminated by the management. In view of Ext. M3 and the attending 
circumstances pointed out above, the explanation offered by the employee 
for the passage in question can be seen to be quite plausible and not 
inconsistent with his case of refusal of employment and as such it could 
not lend any support the theory of volun abandonment service 
as alleged by the management. The concerned employee has spoken in 
clear terms as to how his services were dispensed with and his version 
finds corroboration in the testimony of WW3 who is a retired typist 
having 34 years of service under Government. According to WW3 he 
heard the employer telling Sri Arumugham Pillai that he need not come 
to the shop from the next day onwards, and that he heard this at about 
the closing of the shop on the 13th when he stepped in to take certain 
goods which he had purchased and retained there earlier from the shop . 
An attempt was made by the management to show that the goods alleged 
to have been purchased by WW3 from this shop on 13-6-1959 were not sold 
to him , by producing certain bill books. But admittedly all the bill 
books pertaining to the sales of that day have not been produced by 
the management and hence no value could be attached to the bills proved 
in this case . The evidence of WW3 regarding the event of 13-6-1959 
furnishes sufficient corroboration to the case of termination of service 
by the management as spoken to by the concerned employee, and I 
have no hesitation in accepting the oral evidence furnished by WW1 and 
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WW3. It has also to be noted that Sri Mohammed Hussain , the manager 
of the concern has not cared to go to the box and swear to his defence 
but simply satisfied himself with sending an ordinary salesman as witness, 
who by his conduct here as well as at the conciliation stage and even 
before that, has proved himself to be highly interested in the manage 
ment. From the evidence adduced and the circumstances referred to 
above it must be held that the management has dispensed with the 
services of Sri Arumugham Pillai in the manner alleged by him from 
15-6-1959. It follows that the case of voluntary abandonment of service 
set up by the management fails . 

19 Now we come to the question of relief. The management have 
all along been attempting to make out that even though the employee 
has left the concern on his own accord , yet they were prepared to take 
him back if on y he reported for work . In fact the employee was asked 
in cross examination , what his difficulty was in continuing in service 
under the management, to which he said that since the management 
had terminated his services without any fault on his part he did not 
want to serve them and that he feared that his future will not be safe 
at their hands. He had earlier deposed that the return he got after 
serving this concern most loyally and well for over 29 years was the 
shocking termination of his services all on a sudden and that the present 
offer is absolutely lacking in bonafides. It must be noted that the offer 
to take him in service is coupled with the averment that he voluntarily 
abandoned the service of the management which I have already found 
to be absolutely lacking in bonafides and not true . Hence his appre 
hension that he could never expect a fair deal from this management 
If he again comes back to serve them , cannot be said to be without 
basis or is not genuine. In the context of the special background of 
this dispute and the developments that took place immediately after 
the question of the termination of his services was brought to the notice 
of the Labour authorities, and the genuine.fear expressed before me by 
the concerned employee, I do not think that a direction to the employee 
to report for work as is now canvassed on behalf of the management, 
would serve the ends of justice. It could not be argued that a person 
who has served an institution for such a long period and that too 
satisfactorily , should go without any relief. In cases where reinstatement 
would not form a proper. or adequate relief, relief by way of compensation 
must naturally be awarded and the quantum of compensation must 
depend upon various aspects, such as the length of service of the employee 
in the concern , his conduct throughout in the discharge of his duties, the 
manner in which his services have been dispensed with etc. An attempt 
was made by the management to show that the business which the 
eldest son of the proprietor is now managing in the name of H.A.K. & 
Sons is altogether a different concern from the one conducted by his 
father and that the employee s service under the father should not be 
reckoned for the purpose of awarding compensation if any to him . 
It is in evidence that the concern was originally started in 1105 M.E. 
in the name of the proprietor (the father of the present manager ) Hajee 
Abdul Karim Hajee Hussain and that from 1953 onwards the business was 
conducted in the abbreviated name and style of "H.A.K. & Sons" in 
which name it still continues. Ext. W6 is a letter dated 28-2-1953 sent 
by Sri Hajee Abdul Karim Hajee Hussain to his customers in which 
he has stated that he proposed to conduct his business in the abbreviated 
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name and style of " H.A.K. & Sons" for Hajee Abdul Karim Kajee 
Hussain and Sons and that this change in name will not alter the position 
in any way in the usual conduct of the business. There is nothing 
in evidence to show that the concern known as " H.A.K. & Son " is diffe 
rent from the concern run by the father of Sri Mohammed Hussain who 
is now managing the afiairs of the concern . EW2 who was put in the 
box as the spokesman of the management has even stated that Sri Hajee 
Hussain Sait is the Proprietor of the concern and that the concern is 
being managed by Sri Hajee Muhammed Hussain for the past four or 
five years. Even if the proprietorship of this concern has fallen in the 
hands of the eldest son, he is conducting it only as a going concern which 
cannot affect the rights of the workers who have been working there 
prior to the change of management. It is not seriously disputed that the 
concerned employee started his service in this concern as early as 
1106 M.E. and he continued in service till 13-6-1959 and that he was 
being given a total remuneration of Rs. 200 comprising of Rs. 158 as 
basic pay and R :. 42 as pocket money, at the time of the termination of 
his services. Taking into account his long clean service under the manage 
ment , the manner in which his services were dispensed with and allied 
matters, I think it only just and fair that the management should be 
directed to pay him compensation amounting to Rs. 2,000. He has put 
forward two other claims--one for one month s salary as notice pay and 
the other, 11 months salary as bonus which was being paid to each 
employee at the close of the year. I do not think that in view of my 
award for compensation as above, he should be paid one months pay 
in lieu of notice. The right of the employees to get bonus at the rate 
of 142 months salary is not disputed but the management would contend 
in its reply statement that the bonus legitimately due to the employee 
has been paid to him . But the management has not produced any record 
evidencing payment of bonus to this employee. Since the employee has 
been in service for 10 months in the year under claim he will be paid 
Rs. 200 towards bonus. Thus the employee will be entitled to an aggre 
gate amount of Rs. 2,200 which the management will pay within a month 
from the date of the publication of this award in the official Gazette. 
There will be no order as to costs. Award passed as above.

THE INDIAN RAILWAYS ( AMENDMENT) ACT, 1961 

(Act 39 of 1961) 

AN 

ACT 
further to amend the Indian Railways Act, 1890 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twelfth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1) This Act . may be called the 
Indian Railways (Amendment) Act 1961. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Amendment of section 3.- In section 3 of the Indian Railways 
Act, 1890 ( 9 of 1890 ) , ( hereinafter referred to as the principal Act ). 
clauses ( 14 ) and (17 ) shall be omitted . 
3. Amendment of section 27. - In section 27 of the principal Act, 

( a ) in sub - section ( 3 ) , for the words " one mile" , the words " one 
kilometre " shall be substituted ; 
(b ) in the proviso to sub-section ( 4 ), 

( 1) in clause ( a ). for the words " per maund " , the words, 
brackets and figures " per quintal ( 100 kilograms) .. shall be substi 
tuted ; 

(ii) in clause (h ), the word " mileage" occurring in two places . 

shall be omitted . 
4. Amendment of section 47. - In section 47 of the principal Act, 

( a ) in sub -section ( 1 ) , for the words " Every railway company 
and in the case of a railway administered by the Government, an 
officer to be appointed by the Central Government in this behall" . 
the following shall be substituted, namely :-- 

" The Central Government or in the case of a railway adminis . 
tered by a railway company, the railway company " : 

( b ) in clause ( 1 ) of the same sub-section, for the words " ware 
house or retain goods" , the words "warehouse goods or retain goods 
or animals " shall be substituted ;

( c ) for sub-section ( 3 ) , the following sub- section shall be substi 
tuted, namely : 

" (3 ) A rule made under this section, whether by the Central 
Government or a railway company, shall not take effect until it 
is published in the Official Gazette , and in the case of a rule made 
by a railway company, unless before such publication it has also 

received the sanction of the Central Government." . 
5. Amendment of section 55.- In section 55 of the principal Act, the 
word " terminal" , wherever it occurs, shall be omitted . 

6. Insertion of new section 56A.- After section 56 of the principal 
Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 56A . Disposal of perishable goods in certain circumstances. 
( 1 ) Where by reason of any flood , land- slip , breach of any line of 
rails, collision between trains , derailment of or other accident to 
a train or any other cause, traffic on any route is interrupted and 
there is no likelihood of early resumption of such traffic , nor is 
there any other reasonable route whereby traffic of perishable goods 
may be diverted to prevent loss or deterioration of, or damage to, 
such goods, the railway administration may, after obtaining wher 
ever practicable instructions from the person appearing to the rail 
way administration to be entitled to the goods, sell them by public 
auction . 

( 2 ) Out of the proceeds of the sale , the railway administration 
may retain a sum equal to the charge due in respect of the goods 
and the expenses of and incidental to the sale rendering the surplus 
if any , of the proceeds to the person entitled thereto . 

( 3 ) The provisions of this section shall be without prejudice to 
the claim or right which the person entitled to the goods may have 
against the railway administration under any other enactment for 

the time being in force ." . 
7. Amendment of section 61. - In section 61 of the principal Act, in 
sub -section ( 1 ) , item ( b ) shall be omitted . 

8. Amendment of section 63.- In section 63 of the principal Act, for 
the words " in English or in one or more of the vernacular languages 
in common use in the territory traversed by the railway, or both in 
English and in one or more of such vernacular languages , as the Central 
Government, after consultation with the railway administration, may 
determine " , the words " in Hindi and in English and also , if considered 
necessary by the railway administration, in one or more of the regional 
languages in common use in the territory traversed by the railway " 
shall be substituted . 

9. Amendment of section 64.- In section 64 of the principal Act, in 
sub- section ( 2 ) , for the words " fifty miles" , the words " eighty kilo 
metres" shall be substituted. 

10 . Amendment of section 65.- In section 65 of the principal Act, for 
the words " in English and in a vernacular language in common use in 
the territory where the station is situate " , the words " in Hindi and in 
English and also in a regional language in common use in the territory 
where the station is situate , if Hindi is not in common use therein ” shall 
be substituted . 
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11. Amendment of section 66. - In section 66 of the principal Act, in 
sub -section ( 2 ) , - . 

( a ) in clause ( a ) . for the words " in a vernacular language in 
common use in the territory traversed by the railway" , the words 
" in Hindi and in a regional language in common use in the territory 
traversed by the railway " shall be substituted ; and 

( b ) in clause ( b ) , for the words " in English " , the words " in 
Hindi and in English " shall be substituted . 
12. Amendment of section 71B.- In section 713 of the principal Act, 
the words and figures " the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923 (21 of 
1923 ) , or " shall be omitted and after the words and figures " the Mines 
Act, 1952 " , the words and figures " or the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 
(44 of 1958 )." shall be inserted . 

13. Substitution of new scctions for sections 72 to 78.- For sections 72 
72A , 73, 74, 74A , 743, 74C, 74D , 74 , 75, 76 , 77 and 78 of the principal 
Act, the following sections shall be substituted, namely : 

" 72. Execution of forwarding notes in respect of animals or goods 
carried on a railway.-- Any person delivering to a railway adminis 
tration any animals or goods to be carried by railway shall. - 
. (a ) if the animals or goods are to be carried by a train intend 
ed solely for the carriage of goods, or 

( b ) if the goods are to be carried by any other train and consist 
of articles of any of the following categories, namely : 

(i ) articles carried at owner s risk rates , 
(ii) articles of a perishable nature, 
( iii ) articles mentioned in the Second Schedule, 
(iv ) articles in a defective condition or defectively packed, 

( v ) explosives and other dangerous goods, 
execute a note ( in this Act referred to as the forwarding note ) in such 
form as may be prescribed by the railway administration and approved 
by the Central Government, in which the sender or his agent shall give 
such particulars in respect of the animals or goods so delivered as may 
be required . 

73. General responsibility of a railway administration as a carrier of 
animals and goods. - Save as otherwise provided in this Act, a railway 
administration shall be responsible for the loss, destruction , damage , 
deterioration or non -delivery, in transit, of animals or goods delivered 
to the administration to be carried by railway, arising from any cause 
except the following, namely : 

( a ) act of God ; 
( b ) act of war; 
( c ) act of public enemies ; 
( d ) arrest, restraint or seizure under legal process ; 

( e ) orders or restrictions imposed by the Central Government or 
a State Government or by any officer or authority subordinate to 
the Central Government or a State Government authorised in this 
behalf ; 


(f ) act or omission or negligence of the consignor or the consignee 
or the agent or servant of the consignor or the consignee ; 

(g ) natural deterioration or wastage in bulk or weight due to 
inherent defect, quality or vice of the goods; 

( h ) latent defects ; 

( i) fire , explosion or any unforeseen risk : 

Provided that even where such loss , destruction, damage, deteriora 
tion or non -delivery is proved to have arisen from any one or more of 
the aforesaid causes , the railway administration shall not be relieved of 
its responsibility for the loss, destruction, damage, deterioration or 
non -delivery unless the administration further proves that it has used 
reasonable foresight and care in the carriage of the animals or goods . 

74. Responsibility of a railway administration for animals or goods 
carried at owner s risk rate.- ( 1 ) When any animals or goods are ten 
dered to a railway administration for carriage by railway and the rail 
way administration provides for the carriage of such animals or goods 
either at the ordinary tariff rate (in this Act referred to as the rail 
way risk rate ) or in the alternative at a special reduced rate ( in this Act 
referred to as the owner s risk rate ) , the animals or goods shall be 
deemed to have been tendered to be carried at owner s risk rate, unless 
the sender or his agent elects in writing to pay the railway risk rate . 

( 2 ) Where the sender or his agent elects in writing to pay the 
railway risk rate under sub -section ( 1 ) , the railway administration shall 
issue a certificate to the consignor to that effect . 

( 3 ) When any animals or goods are deemed to have been tendered 
to be carried , or are carried , at the owner s risk rate , then , notwithstand 
ing anything contained in section 73, the railway administration shall 
not be responsible for any loss, destruction , damage , deterioration or 
non -delivery, in transit, of such animals or goods, from whatever cause 
arising, except upon proof that such loss , destruction , damage, deterio 
ration or non -delivery was due to negligence or misconduct on the part 
of the railway administration or of any of its servants . 

75. Responsibility of a railway administration as carrier luggage.-- 
A railway administration shall not be responsible for the logs , destruc 
tion, damage, deterioration or non - delivery of any luggage belonging to 
a passenger unless a railway servant has booked the luggage and given 
a receipt therefor and in the case of luggage which is carried by the 
passenger in his charge, unless it is also proved that the loss, destruc 
tion , damage or deterioration was due to the negligence or misconduct 
on the part of the railway administration or of any of its servants. 

75A . Responsibility of a railway administration for goods carried in 
open vehicles.-- When any goods which, under ordinary circumstances, 
would be carried in covered vehicles or vessels and would be liable to 
damage if carried otherwise, are, at the request of the sender or his agent 
recorded in the forwarding note, tendered for carriage by railway in open 
vehicles or vessels, the railway administration shall not be responsible 
for any destruction , deterioration or damage which may arise only by 
reason of the goods being so carried . 
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76. Responsibility for delay or detention in transit - A railway 
administration shall be responsible for loss, destruction , damage Gr 
deterioration of animals or goods proved by the owner to have been 
caused by delay or detention in their carriage unless the railway adminis 
tration proves that the delay or detention arose without negligence or 
misconduct on the part of the railway administration or of any of its 
servants. 

76A . Responsibility for deviation of route.- Where, due to 
beyond the control of a railway administration or due to congestion in 
the yard or other operational reasons, animals or goods delivered to the 
railway administration to be carried by railway are carried over a route 
other than the route by which they are booked or the usual or custo 
mary route, the railway administration shall not be deemed to have 
committed a breach of the contract of carriage by reason only of the 
deviation of route. 

76B . Responsibility for wrong delivery . - Where a railway adminis 
tration to which animals or goods are delivered to be carried by rail 
way delivers them in good faith to a person who produces the original 
railway receipt, the railway administration shall not be responsible on 
the ground that such person is not legally entitled thereto or that the 
endorsement on the railway receipt is forged or otherwise defective. 

76C . Responsibility for goods to be delivered at siding. In the case 
of goods to be delivered by a railway administration at a siding not 
belonging to the administration , the railway administration shall not be 
responsible for loss, destruction, damage, deterioration or non - delivery 
of such goods, from whatever cause arising, after the wagon contain 
ing the goods has been placed at the point of interchange of wagons 
between the railway administration and the owner of the siding and 
the owner of the siding has been informed in writing that the wagon 
has been so placed. 

76D . Responsibility of two or more railway administrations for 
through traffic.-- Where any animals or goods delivered to a railway 
administration to be carried by railway have been booked through over 
the railways of two ormore railway, administrations or over one or more 
railway administrations and one or more transport systems not belong . 
ing to any railway administration , the person tendering the animals or 
goods to the railway administration shall be deemed to have contracted 
with each one of the railway administrations or the owners of the trans 
port systems concerned , as the case may be, that the provisions of this 
Chapter shall apply, so far as may be, in relation to the carriage of 
such animals or goods in the same manner and to the same extent as 
they would have applied if the animals or goods had been carried 
by the railway of only one railway administration : 

Provided that 

( a ) where there is a deviation in the route by which the animals 
or goods are to be carried , such deviation was due to a cause beyond 
the control of the railway administration , or the owner of the trans 
port system concerned, as the case may be, or to congestion in the 
yard or other operational reasons; 
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( b ) for the purpose of making the provisions of this Chapter 
relating to the carriage of animals or goods at the owner s risk 
rate applicable, the benefit of the railway risk rate and the owner s 
risk rate was available in the alternative to the sender on each of 
the railway administrations or transport systems concerned at the 
time of the delivery of the animals or goods to the railway adminis 

tration for the purpose of carriage. 
76E . Responsibility of railway administration in case of traffic pass 
ing over railways in India and railways in foreign countries. - Where in 
the course of carriage of animals or goods from a place in India to a 
place outside India or from a place outside India to a place in India or 
from one place outside India to another place outside India or from one 
place in India to another place in India over any territory outside India , 
the animals or goods are carried over the railway of a railway adminis 
tration , the railway administration shall not be responsible under any of 
the provisions of this Chapter for loss, destruction , damage or deterio 
ration of the animals or goods, from whatever cause arising, unless it 
is proved by the owner of the animals or goods that such loss, destruc- . 
tion , damage or deterioration arose on the railway of the railway adminis 
tration . 

76F . Burden of proving misconduct in case of non -delivery or pilfer 
age in transit of goods carried at owner s risk rate . - Notwithstanding 
anything contained in section 74 , 

( a ) where the whole of a consignment of goods, or the whole 
of any package forming part of a consignment, carried at owner s 
risk rate is not delivered to the consignee and such non - delivery is 
not proved by the railway administration to have been due to fire 
or to any accident to the train , or 

( b ) where, in respect of any consignment of goods or of any 
package which had been so covered or protected that the covering 
or protection was not readily removable by hand, it is pointed out 
to the railway administration on or before delivery that any part of 

such consignment or package had been pilfered in transit, 
the railway administration shall be bound to disclose the consignor 
how the consignment or the package was dealt with throughout the 
time it was in its possession or control, but if negligence or misconduct 
on the part of the railway administration or of any of its servants can 
not be fairly inferred from such disclosure, the burden of proving such 
negligence or misconduct shall lie on the consignor. 
• 77. Responsibility of a railway administration after termination of 
transit.- ( 1 ) A railway administration shall be responsible as a bailee 
under sections 151, 152 and 161 of the Indian Contract Act, 1872, ( 9 of 
1872 ) for the loss, destruction , damage, deterioration or non -delivery 
of goods carried by railway within a period of thirty days after the 
termination of transit : 

Provided that where the goods are carried at owner s risk rate, the 
railway administration shall not be responsible for such loss, destruction, 
damage, deterioration or non - delivery except on proof of negligence 
or misconduct on the part of the railway administration or of any of 
its servants. 
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( 2 ) The railway administration shall not be responsible in any case 
for the loss , destruction , damage, deterioration or non -delivery of goods 
carried by railway, arising after the expiry of the period of thirty days 
after the termination of transit . 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provi 
sions of this section , a railway administration shall not be responsible 
for the loss, destruction , damage, deterioration or non- delivery of the 
goods mentioned in the Second Schedule, animals and explosives and 
other dangerous goods carried by " railway, after the termination of 
transit, 

(4 ) Nothing in the foregoing provisions of this section shall relieve 
the owner of animals or goods from liability to any demurrage or wharf 
age for so long as the animals or goods are not unloaded from the rail 
way wagons or removed from the railway premises . 

(5 ) For the purposes of this Chapter, -- 

( a ) unless otherwise previously determined , transit terminates on 
the expiry of the free time allowed (after the arrival of animals 
or goods at destination ) for their unloading from railway wagons 
without payment of demurrage, and where such unloading has been 
completed within the free time so allowed , transit terminates on 
the expiry of the free time allowed for the removal of the animals or 
goods from railway premises without payment of wharfage; 

(b ) demurrage and wharfage have the meanings respectively 
assigned to them in clause ( d ) and clause ( h ) of section 46C . 
77A. Further provision with respect to the responsibility of a railway 
administration as a carrier of animals.- ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in the foregoing provisions of this Chapter, the responsibility 
of a railway administration for the loss , destruction , damage, deteriora 
tion or non -delivery of any animal delivered to the administration to be 
carried by railway shall not exceed the amount respectively specified in 
column (2 ) against the item relating to the animal in eolumn ( 1 ) of 
the First Schedule, unless the person delivering the animal to the rail 
way administration declares in writing a higher value in the forward 
ing and has paid or engaged to pay to the railway administration 
a percentage specified by it upon the excess of the value so declared 
over the respective sums mentioned in column ( 2 ) of the said Schedule . 

(2 ) Where such higher value has been declared, the railway adminis 
tration may charge, in respect of the increased risk , a percentage upon 
the excess of the value so declared over the respective sums aforesaid . 

(3 ) Nothing contained in this section shall render the railway 
administration liable for any loss, destruction or damage arising from 
fright or restiveness of the annimal or from overloading of wagon by 
the consignor or his agent. 

77B . Further provision with respect to the responsibility of a rail 
way administration as a career of articles of special value.--( 1) Not 
withstanding anything contained in the provisions of this Chapter , when 
any articles mentioned in the Second Schedule are contained in any parcel 
or package delivered to a railway administration to be carried by rail 
way and the value of such articles in the parcel or package exceeds five 
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hundred rupees, the railway administration shall not be responsible for 
the loss, destruction , damage or deterioration of the parcel or package 
unless the person sending or delivering the parcel or package to the 
administration caused its value and contents to be declared in writing 
or declared them in writing at the time of the delivery of the parcel 
or the package for carriage by railway , and if so l equired by the 
administration, paid or engaged to pay in writing a percentage on the 
value so declared by way of compensation for the increased risk. 

( 2 ) When any parcel or package of which the value has 
declared under sub - section ( 1 ) has been lost, destroyed, or damaged 
or has deteriorated, the compensation recoverable in respect of such loss , 
destruction, damage or deterioration shall not exceed the value 
declared. 

( 3) A railway administration may make it a condition of carrying 
a parcel or package declared to contain any article mentioned in the 
Second Schedule that a railway servant authorised in this behalf has 
been satisfied by examination or otherwise that the parcel or package 
actually contains the article declared to be therein . 

( 4 ) The Central Government may , by notification in the Official 
Gazette, direct that any article mentioned in the Second .Schedule may, 
without being contained in any parcel or package , be delivered to a 
railway administration to be carried by railway and upon the issue of 
such notification , the provisions of this section shall apply in relation 
to such article as they apply in relation to any article mentioned in the 
Second Schedule and contained in any parcel or package . 

77C. Responsibility of a railway administration for damage, deteriora 
tion , etc., of goods in defective condition or defectively packed .- ( 1 ) 
When any goods tendered to a railway administration to be carried by 
rallway 

( a ) are in a defective condition as a consequence of which they 
are liable to damage, deterioration , leakage or westage, or 

( b ) are either defectively packed or packed in a manner not in 
accordance with the general or special order, if any, issued under 
sub -section ( 4 ) , and as a result of such defectiv or improper pack 

ing are liable to damage, deterioration , leakage or wastage , 
and the fact of such condition or defective or improper packing has 
been recorded by the sender or his agent in the forwarding note, then , 
notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisions of this, 
Chapter, the railway administration shall not be responsible for any 
damage, deterioration, leakage or wastage, or for the condition in 
which such goods are available for delivery at destination, except upon 
proof of negligence or misconduct on the part of the railway adminis 
tration or of any of its servants.. 

( 2 ) When any goods delivered to a railway administration to be 
carried by railway are found on arrival at destination to have been 
damaged or to have suffered deterioration , leakage or wastage, then , 
notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisions of 
Chapter, the railway administration shall not be responsible for the 
damage, deterioration , leakage or wastage of the goods on proof by 
the railway administration 
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( a ) that the goods were, at the time of delivery to the railway 
administration , in a defective condition or were at that time either

( d ) for any indirect or consequential damages or for loss of 
particular market. 
78A . Burden of proof in suits for compensation. - In any suit against 
a railway administration for coinpensation for any delay, loss, destruc 
tion , damage, deterioration , or non-delivery , the burden of proving 
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( a ) in the case of animals , the value thereof, or the higher value 
declared under section 77A , and where the animal has been injured . 
the extent of the injury, or 

(b ) in the case of any parcel or package, the value of which has 
been declared under section 77B or any article mentioned in the

THE GOA , DAMAN AND DIU (ADMINISTRATION ) ACT, 1962 

(ACT 1 OF 1962 ) 

An 

ACT 
to provide for the administration of the Union territory of Goa , Daman 

and Diu and for matters connected therewith . 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Thirteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 


1. Short title and, commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Goa, Daman and Diu (Administration ) Act, 1962. 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 5th day 
of March , 1962. 
2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires -- 

( a ) " Administrator" means the Administrator of Goa, Daman 
and Diu appointed by the President under article 239 of the Consti 
tution ; 

(b ) "appointed day " means the twentieth day of December, 1961 ; 

(c ) "Goa , Daman and Diu " means the Union territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu . 
3. Representation in the House of the People.- ( 1 ) There shall be 
allotted two seats to the Union territory of Goa, Daman and Diu in the 
House of the People . 
• (2 ) In the Representation of the People Act, 1950 (43 of 1950) , 

( a ) in section 4 , in sub- section ( 1 ) , after the words " to Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli" , the words " to Goa, Daman and Diu " shall be 
inserted; 
( b ) in the First Schedule , - 
(i) after entry 22, the following entry shall be inserted, namely : 
" 23. Goa, Daman and Diu . 

.2" ; 
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( ii ) entries 23 and 24 shall be re-numbered as entries 24 and 
25 respectively . 

( 3 ) In the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) , in 
section 4 , after the words "to Dadra and Nagar Haveli " , the words "to Goa , 
Daman and Diu " shall be inserted . 

4. Officers and functionaries in relation to Goa , Daman and Diu .- 
Without prejudice to the powers of the Central Government to appoint 
from time to time such officers and authorities as may be necessary for 
the administration of Goa, Daman and Diu , all judges, magistrates and 
other officers and authorities who, immediately before the commencement 
of this Act, were exercising lawful functions in connection with the admini 
stration of Goa , Daman and Diu or any part thereof, shall, unless other 
wise directed at any time by the Central Government in relation to any 
such judge, magistrate or other officer or authority , or until other provision 
is made by law , continue to exercise in connection with such administration 
their respective functions in the same manner and to the same extent as 
before such commencement with such altered designation, if any, as that 
Government may determine . 

5. Continuance of excisting laws and their adaptation.- ( 1) All laws 
in force immediately before the appointed day in Goa, Daman and Diu or 
any part thereof shall continue to be in force therein until amended or 
repealed by a competent Legislature or other competent authority . 

( 2 ) For the purpose of facilitating the application of any such law 
in relation to the administration of Goa, Daman and Diu as a Union terri 
tory and for the purpose of bringing the provisions of any such law into 
accord with the provisions of the Constitution , the Central Government may, 
within two years from the appointed day, by order, make such adaptations 
and modifications, whether by way of repeal or amendment, as may be 
necessary or expedient and thereupon, every such law shall have effect 
subject to the adaptations and modifications so made. 

6. Power to extend enactments to Goa , Daman and Diu . The Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, extend with such 
restrictions or modifications as it thinks fit, to Goa , Daman and Diu any 
enactment which is in force in a State at the date of the notification . 

7. Estension of the jurisdiction of Bombay High Court to Goa , Daman 
and Diu . - As from such date as the Central Government may, by notifica 
tion in the Official Gazette , specify , the jurisdiction of the High Court at 
Bombay shall extend to Goa, Daman and Diu . 

8. Power to construe laws. For the purpose of facilitating the appli 
cation of any law in relation to Goa , Daman and Diu , any court or other 
authority may construe any such law in such manner not affecting the 
substance, as may be necessary or proper to adapt it to the matter before 
the court or other authority . 

9 . Validation of certain action and indemnity of officers for certain 
acts.- ( 1 ) All things done and all action taken ( including any acts of 
executive authority, proceedings, decrees and sentences) in or with respect 
to Goa, Daman and Diu on or after the appointed day and before the 
commencement of this Act, by the Administrator or any other officer , 
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whether civil or military, or by any other person acting under the orders 
of the Administrator or such officer, which have been done or taken in 
good faith and in a reasonable belief that they were necessary for the 
peace and good government of Goa , Daman and Diu shall be as valid and 
operative as if they had been done or taken in accordance with law . 

( 2 ) No suit or other legal proceeding whatsoever, whether civil or 
criminal, shall lie in any court of law against the Administrator or any 
other officer of Government, whether civil or military, or against any 
other person acting under the orders of the Administrator or such other 
officer for, or on account of, or in respect of, anything done or any action 
taken in Goa, Daman and Diu or any part thereof on or after the appointed 
day and before the commencement of this Act which has been done or 
taken in good faith and in a reasonable belief that it was necessary for 
the peace and good government of Goa , Daman and Diu : 

Provided that if any such suit or other legal proceeding has been 
instituted before the commencement of this Act, it shall, on such com 
mencement, abate . 

10. Power to remove difficulties.- ( 1 ) If any difficulty arises in giving 
effect to the provisions of this Act or in connection with the administra 
tion of Goa, Daman and Diu , the Central Government may, by order, make 
such further provision as appears to it to be necessary or expedient for 
removing the difficulty. 

( 2 ) Any order under sub-section ( 1 ) may be made so as to be re 
trospective to any date not earlier than the appointed day. 

11. Repeal and saving.- ( 1) The Goa, Daman and Diu (Administration ) 
Ordinance, 1962 ( 2 of 1962 ), is hereby repealed. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
in exercise of any of the powers conferred by or under the said Ordinance 
shall be deemed to have been done or taken in exercise of the powers con 
ferred by or under this Act.

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THE DEPOSIT INSURANCE CORPORATION ACT, 1961 

( Act 47 of 1961) 


AN 

ACT 
to provide for the establishment of a corporation for the purpose of 

insurance of deposits and for other matters connected therewith or 
incidental thereto . 


BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twelfth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows : 


CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title , extent and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be called 
the Deposit Insurance Corporation Act, 1961. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 
2. Definitions.- In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

( a ) " banking " means the accepting , for the purpose of lending or 
investment, of deposits of money from the public, repayable on 
demand or otherwise, and withdrawable by cheque, draft, order or 
otherwise ; 

( b ) "banking company" means any company which transacted 
the business of banking in India and includes the State Bank , a 
subsidiary bank and any other banking institution notified under 
section 51 of the Banking Companies Act, 1949 ( 10 of 1949), but 
does not include the Madras Industrial Investment Corporation 
Limited ; 

Esplanation . - Any company which is engaged in the manufacture 
of goods or carries on any trade and which accepts deposits of 
money from the public merely for the purpose of financing its 
business as such manufacturer or trader shall not be deemed to 
transact the business of banking within the meaning of this clause ; 

(c ) " Board" means the Board of directors constituted under 
section 6 ; 

( a ) " company" means any company as defined in section 3 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) , and includes a foreign company 
within the meaning of section 591 of that Act ; 

( e ) " Corporation " means the Deposit Insurance Corporation 
established under section 3 ; ... 
(f ) " defunct banking company" means a banking company 

(1) which has been prohibited from receiving fresh deposits; or 
(ii) which has been ordered to be wound up ; or 
(iii) which has transferred all its deposit liabilities in India to 
any other institution ; or 
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( iv ) which has ceased to be a banking company within the 
meaning of sub - section ( 2 ) of section 36A of the Banking Com 
panies Act, 1949 ( 10 of 1949) , or has converted itself into a 
non- banking company; or 

(v ) in respect of which a liquidator has been appointed in pur 
suance of a resolution for the voluntary winding up of its affairs ; 
or 

(vi) in respect of which any scheme of compromise or arrange 
ment or of reconstruction has been sanctioned by any competent 
authority and the said scheme does not permit the acceptance of 
fresh deposits ; or 
(vii) which has been granted a moratorium which is in operation; 
or 

( viii) in respect of which an application for the winding up of 
its affairs is pending in a competent court ; 

(g ) " deposit" means the aggregate of the unpaid balances due to a 
depositor (other than a foreign Government, the Central Government, 
a State Government or a banking company ) in respect of all his 
accounts , by whatever name called , with a banking company and 
includes credit balances in any cash credit account but does not 
include, - 

( i) where a banking company at the commencement of this 
Act is working under a scheme of compromise or arrangement or 
of reconstruction sanctioned by any competent authority providing 
for the acceptance of fresh deposits, any amount due to the depositor 
in respect of his deposit before the date of the coming into force 
of the scheme to the extent it is not credited after the said date 
under the provisions of that scheme; or 

(ii) any amount due on account of any deposit received outside 
India ; 

(h ) " existing banking company" means a banking company carry 
ing on the business of banking at the commencement of this Act 
which either holds a licence at such commencement under section 22 
of the Banking Companies Act, 1949 (10 of 1949 ) , or having 
apr lied for such licence has not been informed notice in writin 
by the Reserve Bank that a licence cannot be granted to it and 
includes the State Bank and a subsidiary bank, but does not include 
a defunct banking company ; 

(i ) " insured bank " means a banking company for the time being 
registered under the provisions of this Act and includes for the 
purposes of sections 16 , 17, 18 and 21 a banking company referred to 
in clause ( a ) or clause ( b ) of section 13 the registration whereof 
has been cancelled under that section ; 

( j ) " insured deposit " means the deposit or any portion thereof 
the repayment whereof is insured by the Corporation under the 
provisions of this Act; 

( k ) " new banking company" means a banking company which 
being to transact the business of banking after the commencement 
of this Act under a licence granted to it under section 22 of the 
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Banking Companies Act, 1949 ( 10 of 1949 ) , and includes any banking 
institution notified under section 51 of the said Act after such com 
mencement; 

(1) " premium " means the sum payable by an insured bank under 
section 15 of this Act ; 

( m ) " prescribed " means prescribed by regulations made under 
this Act ; 

(n ) " Reserve Bank ” means the Reserve Bank of India constituted 
under the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 ( 2 of 1934 ) ; 

( 0 ) " State Bank " means the State Bank of India constituted under 
the State Bank of India Act, 1955 (23 of 1955 ) ; 

( p ) "subsidiary bank " shall have the meaning assigned to it in 
section 2 of the State Bank of India ( Subsidiary Banks) Act, 1959 
(38 of 1959 ) . 

CHAPTER II 
ESTABLISHMENT AND MANAGEMENT OF THE DEPOSIT INSURANCE 

CORPORATION 
3. Establishment and incorporation of Deposit Insurance Corporation 
( 1 ) The Central Government shall, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
establish a Corporation by the name of the Deposit Insurance Corporation 
which shall be a body corporate having perpetual succession and a 
common seal with power, subject to the provisions of this Act, to acquire , 
hold or dispose of property and to contract, and may, by the said name, 
sue or be sued . 

(2 ) The head office of the Corporation shall be at Bombay, but it 
may, with the previous sanction of the Reserve Bank, establish branches 
or agencies in any other place in India . 

4. Capital of Corporation . The authorised capital of the Corporation 
shall be one crore of rupees , which shall be fully paid-up and shall stand 
allotted to the Reserve Bank .

( a ) the Governor for the time being of the Reserve Bank , who 
shall be the Chairman of the Board ; 

: (b ) a Deputy Governor of the Reserve Bank nominated by that 
bank ; 

( c ) an officer of the Central Government nominated by the Govern 
ment ; 

( d ) two directors nominated by the Central Government in con . 
sultation with the Reserve Bank having special knowledge of com 
mercial banking or of commerce, industry or finance , neither of 
whom shall be an officer of Government or of the Reserve Bank or 
an officer or other employee of the Corporation or a director, an 
officer or other employee of a banking company or otherwise actively 
connected with a banking company. 
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( 2 ) A director nominated under clause ( b ) or clause ( c ) of sub -sec 
tion ( 1 ) shall hold office during the pleasure of the authority nominating 
him and a director nominated under clause ( d ) of sub -section ( 1 ) shall 
hold office for such period not exceeding four years as may be specified 
by the Central Government. 

( 3 ) A person shall not be capable of being nominated as a director 
under clause ( d ) of sub- section ( 1 ) if 

(a ) he has been removed or dismissed from the service of Govern 
ment or of a local authority or of a corporation or company in which 
not less than fifty-one per cent of the paid - up share capital is held 
by Government; or 

( b ) he is or at any time has been adjudicated as insolvent or has 
suspended payment of his debts or has compounded with his credi 
tors ; or 

( c ) he is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a com 
petent court ; or 

( d ) he has been convicted of any offence which , in the opinion of 
the Central Government, involves moral turpitude. 
( 4 ) If a director nominated under clause ( d ) of sub -section ( 1) 

( a ) becomes subject to any of the disqualifications mentioned in 
clauses ( a ) to ( d ) of sub -section ( 3 ) ; or 

( b ) is absent without leave of the Board for more than three 
consecutive meetings thereof; or 

( c ) becomes a director or an officer or an employee of an insured 
bank or is, in the opinion of the Central Government, otherwise 
actively connected with such bank ; or 

( d ) becomes an officer or other employee of Government or of the 
Reserve Bank or of the Corporation ; 

his seat shall thereuport become vacant. 
7. Meetings of Board .- ( 1) The Board shall meet at such times and 
places and shall observe such rules of procedure in regard to the transac 
tion of business at its meetings as may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) The Chairman or, if for any reason he is unable to attend, 
the director nominated under clause ( b ) of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 
6 shall preside at meetings of the Board and, in the event of equality 
of votes, shall have a second or casting vote. 

8. Committees of Corporation .-- ( 1 ) The Board may constitute an 
Executive Committee consisting of such number of directors as may be 
prescribed . 

(2 ) The Executive Committee shall discharge such functions as may 
be prescribed or may be delegated to it by the Board. 

( 3 ) The Board may constitute such other committees, whether con 
sisting wholly of directors or wholly of other persons or partly of directors 
and partly of other persons as it thinks fit for the purpose of discharging 
such of its functions as may be prescribed or may be delegated to them 
by the Board . 

(4 ) A committee constituted under this section shall meet at such 
times and places and shall observe such rules of procedure in regard to 
the transaction of business at its meetings as may be prescribed . 
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(5 ) The members of a committee ( other than directors of the Board ) 
shall be paid by the Corporation such fees and allowances for attending 
its meetings and for attending to any other work of the Corporation as 
may be prescribed . 

9. Fees and allowances of directors. - The directors of the Board shall 
be paid by the Corporation such fees and allowances for attending the 
meetings of the Board or of any of its committees and for attending 
to any other work of the Corporation as may be prescribed : 

Provided that no fees shall be payable to the Chairman or to the 
director nominated under clause ( b ) or clause (c ) of sub -section ( 1 ) 
of section 6 . 


CHAPTER III 
REGISTRATION OF BANKING COMPANIES AS INSURED BANKS AND 

LIABILITY OF CORPORATION OF DEPOSITORS 
10. Registration of existing banking companies. - The Corporation shall 
register every existing banking company as an insured bank before the 
expiry of thirty days from the date of commencement of this Act. 

11. Registration of new banking companies. The Corporation shall 
register every new banking company as an insured bank as soon as may 
be after it is granted a licence under section 22 of the Banking Com 
panies Act, 1949 ( 10 of 1949 ) , or, as the case may be, after it is notified 
under section 51 of the said Act. 

12. Registration of defunct banking companies. - Every banking com 
pany, being a defunct banking company at the commencement of this 
Act, by reason of sub - clause (vii) or sub- clause (viii ) of clause ( f ) 
of section 12 shall , unless it becomes a defunct banking company under 
any other sub - clause of that clause, be registered by the Corporation as 
an insured bank as soon as may be after the termination of the order of 
moratorium or, as the case may be , the rejection of the application for 
its winding up. 

13 . Cancellation of registration . The registration of a banking com 
pany as an insured bank shall stand cancelled on the occurrence of any 
of the following events, namely : 

( a ) if it has been prohibited from receiving fresh deposits ; or 

( b ) if it has been informed by notice in writing by the Reserve 
Bank that its licence has been cancelled under section 22 of the 
Banking Companies Act, 1949 ( 10 of 1949), or that a licence under 
that section cannot be granted to it; or 

(c ) if it has been ordered to be wound up ; or 

( d ) if it has transferred all its deposit liabilities in India to any 
other institution ; or 

(e ) if it has ceased to be a banking company within the meaning 
of sub -section (2 ) of section 36A of the Banking Companies Act, 
1949 ( 10 of 1949), or has converted itself into a non -banking com 
pany; or 

( f) if a liquidator has been appointed in pursuance of a resolu 
tion for the voluntary winding up of its affairs; or 
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( g ) if in respect of it any scheme of compromise or arrangement 
or of reconstruction has been sanctioned by any competent authority 
and the said scheme does not permit the acceptance of fresh deposits ; 
or 

( h ) if it has been amalgamated with any other banking institution. 
14. Intimation of registration .- ( 1) Where the Corppration has regis 
tered any banking company as an insured bank, it shall, within thirty 
days of its registration, send an intimation in writing to the banking 
company that it has been registered as an insured bank . 

( 2 ) Every such intimation shall indicate the manner in which the 
premium payable by the bank under section 15 may be calculated. 

15. Premium .- ( 1 ) Every insured bank shall, so long as it continues 
to be registered, be liable to pay a premium to the Corporation on its 
deposits at such rate or rates as may, with the previous approval of 
the Central Government, be notified by the Corporation in the Official 
Gazette from time to time : 

Provided that the premium payable by any insured bank for any 
period shall not exceed fifteen naye paise per annum for every hundred 
rupees of the total amount of the deposits in that bank at the end of 
that period or, where its registration has been cancelled during that period, 
on the date of its cancellation : 

Provided further that where the registration of any insured bank 
is cancelled under section 13, such cancellation shall not affect the liability 
of that bank for payment of premium for the period before such cancella 
tion and of any interest due under the provisions of this section . 

( 2) The premium shall be payable for such periods, at such times 
and in such manner as may be prescribed. 

(3 ) If an insured bank makes any default in payment of any amount 
of premium , it shall, for the period of such default, be liable to pay 
to the Corporation interest on such amount at such rate not exceeding 
eight per cent per annum as may be prescribed . 

16. Liability of Corporation in respect of insured deposits.- ( 1 ) Where 
an order for the winding up or liquidation of an insured bank is made, 
the Corporation shall, subject to the other provisions of this Act, be 
liable to pay to every depositor of that bank in accordance with the 
provisions of section 17 an amount equal to the amount due to him in 
respect of his deposit in that bank at the time when such order is made: 

Provided that the liability of the Corporation in respect of an insured 
bank referred to in clause ( a ) or clause ( b ) of section 13 shall be limited 
to the deposits as on the date of the cancellation of the registration : 

Provided further that the total amount payable by the Corporation to 
any one depositor in respect of his deposit in that bank in the same 
capacity and in the same right shall not exceed one thousand and five 
hundred rupees : 

Provided further that the Corporation may , from time to time, having 
regard to its financial position and to the interests of the banking system 
of the country as a whole, raise, with the previous approval of the 
Central Government, the afforesaid limit of one thousand and five hundred 
rupees. 
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( 2 ) Where in respect of an insured bank a scheme of compromise or 
arrangement or of reconstruction or amalgamation has been sanctioned 
by any competent authority and the said scheme provides for each 
depositor being paid or credited with, on the date on which the scheme 
comes into force, an amount which is less than the original amount 
and also the specified amount , the Corporation shall be liable to pay 
to every such depositor in accordance with the provisions of section 18 
an amount equivalent to the difference between the amount so paid or 
credited and the original amount, or the difference between the amount so 
paid or credited and the specified amount, whichever is less : 

Provided that where any such scheme also provides that any pay 
ment made to a depositor before the coming into force of the scheme shall 
be reckoned towards the payment due to him under that scheme, then 
the scheme shall be deemed to have provided for that payment being 
made on the date of its coming into force . 

( 3 ) For the purposes of this section, the amount of a deposit shall 
be determined after deducting therefrom any ascertained sum of money 
which the insured bank may be legally entitled to claim by way of set 
off against the depositor in the same capacity and in the same right. 

( 4 ) In this section , 

( a ) " original amount " in relation to a depositor means the total 
amount due by the insured bank immediately before the date of 
coming into force of the scheme of compromise or arrangement 
or, as the case may be, of reconstruction or amalgamation to the 
depositor in respect of his deposit in the bank in the same capacity 
and in the same right : 

Provided that where under the proviso to sub -section (2 ) , the 
scheme is deemed to have provided for any payment being made on 
the date of its coming into force , the amount of such payment shall 
be included in calculating the original amount : 

( b ) " specified amount" means one thousand and ive hundred 
rupees, or, as the case may be , the amount fixed by the Corporation 

under the third proviso to sub-section ( 1 ) . 
17. Manner of payment by Corporation in case of winding up of 
insured banks.- ( 1 ) Where an insured bank has been ordered to be 
wound up or to be taken into liquidation and a liquidator, by whatever 
name called, has been appointed in respect thereof, the liquidator shall, 
with the least possible delay and in any case not later than three months 
from the date of his assuming charge of office, furnish to the Corporation 
a list in such form and manner as may be specified by the Corporation 
showing separately the deposits in respect of each depositor and the 
amounts of set off referred to in -sub -section ( 3 ) of section 16 . 

( 2 ) Before the expiry of two months from the receipt of such list 
from the liquidator, the Corporation shall pay to each depositor of the 
insured bank in respect of his deposit the amount payable under section 16 
either directly or through the liquidator or through any other agency 
as the Corporation may determine. 

18. Manner of payment by Corporation in case of scheme of compro 
mise or arrangement or of reconstruction or amalgamation in respect of 
an insured bank.- ( 1 ) Where a scheme of amalgamation of any insured 
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bank with any other banking institution ( hereinafter referred to as the 
transferee bank ) or a scheme of compromise or arrangement or of re 
construction in respect of such bank has been sanctioned and the Corpo 
ration has become liable to pay to depositors of the insured bank under 
sub- section ( 2 ) of section 16 , the transferee bank where the scheme is of 
amalgamation and the insured bank in any other case shall, with the 
least possible délay and in any case not later than three months from the 
date on which such scheme takes effect, furnish to the Corporation a list 
in such form and manner as may be specified by the Corporation and 
certified to be correct by the chief executive officer of the transferee bank 
or, as the case may be, of the insured bank showing separately deposits 
in respect of each depositor and the amounts of set off referred to in 
sub -section ( 3 ) of section 16 and also the amounts paid or credited or 
deemed to have been paid under the scheme. 

( 2 ) Before the expiry of two months from the receipt of such list, 
the Corporation shall pay the amount payable under section 16 either 
directly to the depositor or to the transferee bank or the insured bank 
for being credited in his account. 

19. Discharge of the liability of Corporation . - Any amount paid by the 
Corporation under section 17 or section 18 in respect of a deposit shall, 
to the extent of the amount paid , discharge the Corporation from its 
Liability in respect of that deposit. 

20. Provision for unpaid amounts .-- Where any depositor to whom any 
payment is to be made in accordance with the provisions of section 17 
or section 18 cannot be found or is not readily traceable, adequate provision 
shall be made by the Corporation for such payment and the amount of 
such provision shall be accounted for separately in its books. 

21. Repayment of the amount to Corporation .-- ( 1) Where any amount 
has been paid under section 17 or section 18 or any provision therefor 
has been made under section 20, the Corporation shall furnish to the 
liquidator or to the insured bank or to the transferee bank , as the case 
may be, information as regards the amount so paid or provided for. 

2 ) receipt of the information under sub -section ( 1), notwith 
standing anything to the cantrary contained in any other law for the 
time being in force , 


( a ) the liquidator shall, within such time and in such manner as 
may be prescribed , repay to the Corporation out of the amount, if 
any, payable by him in respect of any deposit such sum or sums 
as make up the amount paid or provided for by the Corporation in 
respect of that deposit; 

( b ) the insured bank or, as the case may be, the transferee bank 
shall, within such time and in such manner as may be prescribed, 
repay to the Corporation out of the amount, if any, to be paid or 
credited in respect of any deposit after the date of the coming into 
force of the scheme referred to in section 18 , such sum or sums as 
make up the amount paid or provided for by the Corporation in 
respect of that deposit. 
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CHAPTER IV 

FUNDS ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
22. Funds of Corporation. The Corporation shall maintain two funds 
to be called respectively the Deposit Insurance Fund and the General Fund 

23. Deposit Insurance Fund.- ( 1 ) To the Deposit Insurance Fund shall 
be credited, 

( a ) all amounts received by the Corporation as premium ; 
( b ) all amounts received by the Corporation under section 21; 
(c ) the amount advanced by the Reserve bank under section 26 ; 

( d ) all amounts transferred to that Fund from the General Fund 
under section 27 ; and 

( e ) all income arising from the investments made out of that Fund. 
(2 ) The said Fund shall be applied 

( a ) to make payments in respect of insured deposits ; 

(b ) to meet liability in respect of an advance taken under sec 
tion 26 ; and 

( c ) to meet liability in respect of the amounts referred to in 
clause ( d ) of sub -section ( 1 ) . 
2. General Fund . - All receipts of the Corporation other than those 
referred to in sub -section ( 1) of section 23 shall be credited to the 
General Fund and all payments by the Corporation other than those 
referred to in sub-section ( 2 ) of that section shall be made out of that 
Fund . 

25. Investment .-- All moneys belonging to the Deposit Insurance Fund 
or the General Fund which may not for the time being be required by tlie 
Corporation shall be invested in promissory notes, stock or securities 
of the Central Government and all other moneys shall be deposited with 
the Reserve Bank . 

26. Advances by Reserve Bank.- ( 1) The Reserve Bank shall, from 
time to time, advance to the Corporation on a request by it such sum 
or sums as may be required by the Corporation for the purposes of the 
Deposit Insurance Fund : 

Provided that the total amount outstanding at any one time on 
account of such advances shall not exceed five crores of rupees. 

(2 ) The terms and conditions of any advance under this section 
shall be such as may be determined by the Reserve Bank with the appro 
val of the Central Government. 

27. Advance from General Fund to Deposit Insurance Fund . - If At 
any time the amount available in the Deposit Insurance Fund is insul . 
cient to meet the requirements of that Fund, the Corporation may transfer 
from the General Fund such amount as may be necessary to meet the 
requirements of the Deposit Insurance Fund on such terms and for 
such period as may be determined by the Board with the approval of 
the Reserve Bank . 

28. Preparation of balance sheet, etc., by Corporation.- ( 1 ) The 
balance sheet and accounts of the Corporation shall be prepared and 
maintained in such forni and manner as may be prescribed . 
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( 2 ) The Board shall cause the books and accounts of the Corpora 
tion to be balanced and closed as on the 31st day of December, each 
year. 

29. Audit.- ( 1 ) The affairs of the Corporation shall be audited by 
an auditor duly qualified to act as an auditor under sub -section ( 1 ) of 
section 226 of the Companies Act, 1956 ( 1 of 1956 ), who shall be 
appointed by the Board with the previous approval of the Reserve Bank 
and shall receive such remuneration from the Corporation as the Reserve 
Bank may fix . 

(2 ) The auditor shall be supplied with a copy of the annual balance 
sheet of the Corporation and it shall be his duty to examine it together with 
the accounts and vouchers relating thereto and he shall have a list 
delivered to him of all books kept by the Corporation and shall at all 
reasonable times have access to the books, accounts and other docu 
ments of the Corporation and may, in relation to such accounts examine 
any director of the Board or any officer or employee of the Corporation . 

( 3 ) The auditor shall make a report to the Corporation upon the 
annual balance - sheet and accounts and in every such report he shall 
state whether in his opinion the balance-sheet is a full and fair balance 
sheet containing all necessary particulars and properly drawn up so as 
to exhibit a true and correct view of the state of affairs of the Cor 
poration and in case he had called for any explanation or information 
from the Board , whether it has been given and whether it is satisfactory. 

(4 ) Without prejudice to anything contained in the preceding sub 
sections, the Central Government may at any time appoint the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General of India to examine and report upon the accounts 
of the Corporation, and any expenditure incurred by him in connection 
with such examination and report shall be payable by the Corporation 
to the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India . 

30. Income tax and Super-tax .--Notwithstanding anything contained 
in the Indian Income-tax Act, 1922 ( 11 of 1922) or any other enactment 
for the time being in force relating to income-tax or super -tax, the 
Corporation shall not be liable to pay income-tax or super-tax on any 
of its income, profits or gains for the accounting year during which the 
Corporation is established and for four accounting years following that 
year 

31. Reserve fund.After making provision for all its liabilities and 
for all other matters for which provision is necessary or expedient, includ 
ing any contribution to the staff and superannuation funds, the Corpo 
ration shall transfer the balance, if any, of its income in its General 
Fund to one or more reserve funds to be utilised in such manner and for 
such purposes as the Corporation may deem fit. 

32. Annual accounts and reports.- ( 1 ) The Corporation shall furnish to 
the Reserve Bank within three months from the date on which its 
accounts are balanced and closed the balance -sheet and accounts together 
with the auditor s report and a report of the working of the Corporation 
during the year and copies of the said balance- sheet and accounts and 
reports shall be furnished by the Corporation to the Central Government. 

( 2 ) The Central Government shall cause every auditor s report and 
report of the working of the Corporation to be laid for not less than 
thirty days before each House of Parliament as soon as may be after 
each such report is received by the Central Government. 
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CHAPTER V 

MISCELLANEOUS 
33. Staff of Corporation.- ( 1 ) The Corporation may appoint such 
number of officers and employees as it considers necessary or desirable 
for the efficient performance of its functions and determine the terms 
and conditions of their appointment and service. 

( 2 ) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub - section ( 1 ) , it shall 
be lawful for the Corporation to utilise, and for the Reserve Bank to 
make available, the services of such staff of the Reserve Bank on such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon between the Corporation 
and the Reserve Bank . 

34. Returns from insured banks.- ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything con 
tained in the Banking Companies Act, 1949 (10 of 1949) , or any other 
law for the time being in force the Corporation may at any time direct 
,an insured bank to furnish to it, within such time as may be specified 
by the Corporation, such statements and information relating to the 
deposits in that bank as the Corporation may consider necessary or 
expedient to obtain for the purposes of this Act . 

( 2 ) The Corporation may, if it considers it expedient and after 
consulting the Reserve Bank, publish any information obtained by It 
under this section in such consolidated form as it may think fit. 

35. Corporation to have access to records.- ( 1 ) The Corporation shall 
have free access to all such records of an insured bank perusal whereof 
may appear to the Corporation to be necessary for the discharge of its 
functions under this Act. 

( 2 ) The Corporation may require any insured bank to furnish to it 
copies of any of the records referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) and the 
bank shall be bound to comply with the requisition . 

36. Inspection of insured banks by Reserve Bank.- ( 1) The Corpora 
tion may for any of the purposes of this Act request the Reserve Bank to 
cause an inspection of the books and accounts or an investigation of the 
affairs of an insured bank be made and on such request the Reserve 
Bank shall cause such inspection or investigation to be made by one 
or more of its officers. 

( 2 ) The provisions of sub- section ( 2 ) and sub -section ( 3 ) of sec. 
tion 35 of the Banking Companies Act, 1949 ( 10 of 1949 ), shall apply 
to an inspection or investigation under sub- section ( 1 ) as they apply to an 
inspection under that section . 

( 3 ) When an inspection or investigation has been made under this 
section , the Reserve Bank shall furnishe a copy of its report to the Cor 
poration and neither the bank inspected or investigated nor any other 
bank shall be entitled to be furnished with a copy of such report. 

( 4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in any law for the time 
being in force, no court, tribunal or other authority shall compel the 
production or disclosure of a report under this section or of information 
or material gathered during the course of an inspection or investigation 
under this section . 

37. Corporation to furnish information to Reserve Bank . - The Cor. 
poration shall, on a request in writing from the Reserve Bank , furnish 
to it within such time as may be specified by the Reserve Bank , such 
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statements and Information relating to the business or affairs of the 
Corporation or of an insured bank as the Reserve Bank may consider 
necessary or expedient. 

38. Reserve Bank to furnish information to Corporation .-- The Reserve 
Bank shall , on a request in writing from the Corporation , furnish to it 
any report or information relating to an insured bank made or obtained 
by it under or in pursuance of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 
. ( 2 of 1934 ), or the Banking Companies Act, 1949 ( 10 of 1949 ). 

39. Declaration of fidelity and secrecy. - Every director, auditor, oficer 
or other employee of the Corporation or an employee of the Reserve 
Bank whose services are utilised by the Corporation under sub - section ( 2 ) 
of section 33 shall, before entering upon his duties, make a declaration of 
fidelity and secrecy in the form set out in the First Schedule to this Act. 

40. Indemnity of directors.-- ( 1 ) Every director of the Board shall 
be indemnified by the Corporation against all losses and expenses incurred 
by him in , or in relation to the discharge of his duties except such as 
are caused by his own wilful act or default. 

( 2 ) A director of the Board shall not be responsible for any other 
director or for any other officer or other employee of the Corporation , 
or for any loss or expenses resulting to the Corporation from the insuffi 
ciency or deficiency of value of or title to any property or security acquired 
or taken on behalf of the Corporation or the insolvency or wrongful 
act of any debtor or any person under obligation to the Corporation 
or anything done in good faith in the execution of the duties of his 
office or in relation thereto . 

41. Defects in appointments not to invalidate acts, etc.- ( 1 ) No act 
or proceeding of the Board or of any committee of the Corporation shall 
be questioned on the ground merely of the existence of any vacancy 
or defect in the constitution of the Board or committee. 

( 2 ) No act done. by any person acting in good faith as a director 
of the Board shall be deemed to be invalid merely on the ground that 
he was disqualified to be a director or that there was any other defect 
in his appointment. 

42. Protection of action taken under this Act. - No suit or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Corporation or the Reserve Bank 
or any director of the Board or any officer of the Corporation or the 
Reserve Bank or any other person authorised by the Corporation to dis 
charge any functions under this Act for any damage caused or likely. 
to be caused by anything which is in good faith done or intended to be 
done in pursuance of this Act. 

43. Companies Act, 1956 and Insurance Act, 1938 not to apply .---Noth 
ing in the Companies Act, 1956 ( 1 of 1956 ) , or the Insurance Act, 1938 
( 4 of 1938) , shall apply to the Corporation . 

44. Liquidation of Corporation .- ( 1 ) The Corporation shall not be 
placed in liquidation save by order of the Central Government and in 
such manner as that Government may direct. 

(2 ) On the liquidation of the Corporation 

( a ) the outstanding assets of the Corporation in so far as they 
relate to the Deposit Insurance Fund shall be distributed among the 
Insured banks in such manner and in such proportion as may be 
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determined by the Central Government having regard to the amounts 
of premium paid by them during any prescribed period or the 
deposits of the said banks as on the date of liquidation of the cor 
poration or other relevant circumstances; 

(b ) the remaining outstanding assets of the Corporation shall be 
transferred to the Reserve Bank. 
45. Power of Central Government to give directions. In the dis 
charge of its functions under this Act, the Corporation shall be guided 
by such directions in matters of policy involving public interest as the 
Central Government may after consulting the Reserve Bank give to 
it in writing, and if any question arises whether the direction relates to 
a matter of policy involving public interest, the decision of the Central 
Government there on shall be final. 

46. Dispute as to amount of premium .--- Any dispute as to the amount 
of premium due from any insured bank shall be decided by the Central 
Government and the decision of the Government shall be final. 

47. Penalties - ( 1 ) Whoever in any return , balance-sheet, or other 
document or in any information required or furnished by or under or 
for the purposes of any provision of this Act, wilfully makes a statement 
which is false in any material particular, knowing it to be false, or 
wilfully omits to make a material statement, shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to three years and shall 
also be liable to fine. 

( 2 ) If any person fails to produce any book, account or other 
document, or to furnish any statement or information which, under the 
provisions of this Act, it is his duty to produce or furnish, he shall be 
punishable with a fine which may extend to two thousand rupees in 
respect of each offence and in the case of a continuing failure, with an 
additional fine which may extend to one hundred rupees for every day 
during which the failure continues after conviction for the first such 
failure . 

48. Offences by companies.- ( 1) Where an offence has been committed 
by a company, every person who, at the time the officer was committed , 
was in charge of, and was responsible to the company for the conduct 
of the business of the company, as well as the company, shall be deemed 
to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against 
and punished accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub - section shall render 
any such person liable to any punishment provided in this Act, if he proves 
that the offence was committed without his knowledge or that he exercised 
all due diligence to prevent the commission of such offence.

( e ) the fees and allowances that may be paid to the directors of 
the Board ; 

( f ) the periods for which , the times at which and the manner in 
which premium may be paid by an insured bank ; 

( g ) the interest which may be charged from an insured bank 
where it makes default in payment of premium ; 

( h ) the manner in which and the time within which the amounts 
referred to in section 21 may be paid ; 

( i) the form and the manner in which the balance-sheet and the 
accounts of the Corporation shall be prepared or maintained ; and 

(1 ) any other matter which is to be, or may be prescribed . 

( 3 ) Any regulation which may be made by the Board under this 
Act may be made by the Reserve Bank within three months of the 
establishment of the Corporation ; and any regulation so made may 
be altered or rescinded by the Board in the exercise of its powers under 
this Act.

Provided that the State Government may, with the approval of the 
Central Government, after giving not less than two months notice of 
its intention of so doing , by notification in the Official Gazette, declare that 
all or any of the provisions of this Act shall apply also to any other 
establishment or class of establishments , industrial, commercial, agri 
cultural or otherwise . 

( 2 ) Nothing contained in this Act shall apply to any factory or 
other establishment to which the provisions of the Employees State 
Insurance Act, 1948 (34 of 1948 ), apply for the time being. 
3. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

( a ) " appropriate Government" means, in relation to an establishi 
ment being a mine, the Central Government and in relation to any 
other establishment, the State Government; 

(b ) " child " includes a still-born child ; 
( c ) "delivery" means the birth of a child ; 
(d ) " employer " means 

( 1) in relation to an establishment which is under the control 
of the Government , a person or authority appointed by the Govern 
ment for the supervision and control of employees or where no 
person or authority is so appointed , the head of the department; 

(il) in relation to an establishment under any local authority, 
the person appointed by such authority for the supervision and 
control of employees or where no person is so appointed, the chief 
executive officer of the local authority ;

(iii) in any other case, the person who, or the authority which , 
has the ultimate control over the affairs of the establishment and 
where the said affairs are entrusted to any other person whether 
called a manager, managing director, managing agent, or by 
any other name, such person ; 

( e ) " establishment" means a factory , mine, or plantation , or an 
establishment to which the provisions of this Act have been declared 
under sub -section ( 1) of section 2 to be applicable ; 

( f) " factory " means a factory as defined in clause (m ) of section 
2 of the Factories Act, 1948 (63 of 1948) ; 

(g ) " Inspector" means an Inspector appointed under section 14 ; 

(h ) . "maternity benefit" means the payment referred to in sub 
section ( 1 ) of section 5 ; 

( i) " mine" means a mine as defined in clause (j) of section 2 
of the Mines Act , 1952 ( 35 of 1952 ) ; 

( j) "miscarriage means expulsion of the contents of a pregnant 
uterus at any period prior to or during the twenty - sixth week of 
pregnancy but does not include any miscarriage, the causing of which 
is punishable under the Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860) ; 

(k ) " plantation " means a plantation as defined in clause ( f) of 
section 2 of the Plantations Labour Act, 1951 (69 of 1951 ) ; 
(1) "prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

( m ) " State Government" , in relation to a Union territory, means 
the Administrator thereof ; 

(n ) "wages" means all remuneration paid or payable in cash 
to a woman, if the terms of the contract of employment, express or 
implied, were fulfilled and includes- 

( 1 ) such cash allowances (including dearness allowance and 
house rent allowance ) as a woman is for the time being entitled to; 

( 2 ) incentive bonus; and 

( 3 ) the money value of the concessional supply of foodgrains 
and other articles, 
but does not include 

(1) any bonus other than incentive bonus; 

( ii) over-time earnings and any deduction or payment made on 
account of fines ; 

( iii ) any contribution paid or payable by the employer to any 
pension fund or provident fund or for the benefit of the woman 
under any law for the time being in force ; and 

(iv ) any gratulty payable on the termination of service; 
(0 ) "woman " means a woman employed , whether directly or 
through any agency, for wages in any establishment. 
4. Employment of, or world by , women prohibited during certain 
period .- ( 1 ) No employer shall knowingly employ a woman in any 
establishment during the six weeks immediately following the day of her 
delivery or her miscarriage . 
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( 2 ) No woman shall work in any establishment during the six weeks 
immediately following the day of her delivery or her miscarriage . 

( 3 ) Without prejudice to the provisions of section 6, no pregnant 
woman shall, on a request being made by her in this behalf , be required 
by her employer to do during the period specified in sub -section (4 ) any 
work which is of an arduous nature or which involves long hours of stand 
ing, or which in any way is likely to interfere with her pregtancy or the 
normal development of the foetus, or is likely to cause her miscarriage 
or otherwise to adversely affect her health . 

( 4 ) The period referred to in sub-section (3 ) shall be 

(a ) the period of one month immediately preceding the period 
of six weeks, before the date of her expected delivery ; 

(b ) any period during the said period of six weeks for which the 
pregnant woman does not avail of leave of absence under section 6 . 
5. Right to payment of maternity benefit.- ( 1) Subject to the pro 
visions of this Act, every woman shall be entitled to, and her employer 
shall be liable for, the payment of maternity benefit at the rate of the 
average daily wage for the period of her actual absence immediately pre 
ceding and including the day of her delivery and for the six weeks im 
mediately following that day . 

Explanation . - For the purpose of this sub- section, the average daily 
wage means the average of the woman s wages payable to her for the 
days on which she has worked during the period of three calendar months 
immediately preceding the date from which she absents herself on account 
of maternity, or one rupee a day, whichever is higher. 

(2 ) No woman shall be entitled to maternity benefit unless she has 
actually worked in an establishment of the employer from whom she 
claims maternity benefit, for a period of not less than one hundred and 
sixty days in the twelve months immediately preceding the date of her 
expected delivery : 

Provided that the qualifying period of one hundred and sixty days 
aforesaid shall not apply to a woman who has immigrated into the State 
of Assam and was pregnant at the time of the immigration . 

Explanation . For the purpose of calculating under this sub -section 
the days on which a woman has actually worked in the establishment, 
the days for which she has been laid off during the period of twelve 
months immediately preceding the date of her expected delivery shall 
be taken into account. 

( 3 ) The maximum period for which any woman shall be entitled 
to maternity benefit shall be twelve weeks, that is to say, six weeks 
up to and including the day of her delivery and six weeks immediately 
following that day : 

Provided that where a woman dies during this period, the maternity 
benefit shall be payable only for the days up to and including the day 
of her death : 

Provided further that where a woman , having been delivered of 
a child , dies during her delivery or during the period of six weeks im 
mediately following the date of her delivery, leaving behind in either

case the child , the employer shall be liable for the maternity benefit 
for the entire period of six weeks immediately following the day of her 
delivery but if the child also dies during the said period, then , for the 
days up to and including the day of the death of the child . 

6. Notice of claim for maternity benefit and payment thereof. 
( 1 ) Any woman employed in an establishment and entitled to maternity 
benefit under the provisione of this Act may give notice in writing in such 
form as may be prescribed , to her employer, stating that her maternity 
benefit and any other amount to which she may be entitled under this 
Act may be paid to her or to such person as she may nominate in the 
notice and that she will not work in any establishment during the period 
for which she receives maternity benefit. 

( 2 ) In the case of a woman who is pregnant, such notice shall state 
the date from which she will be absent from work , not being a date 
earlier than six weeks from the date of her pected delivery . 

( 3 ) Any woman who has not given the notice when she was pregnant 
may give such notice as soon as possible after the delivery . 

(4 ) On receipt of the notice, the employer shall permit such woman 
to absent herself from the establishment until the expiry of six weeks 
after the day of her delivery . 

(5 ) The amount of maternity benefit for the period preceding the 
date of her expected delivery shall be paid in advance by the employer 
to the woman on production of such proof as may be prescribed that 
the woman is pregnant, and the amount due for the subsequent period 
shall be paid by the employer to the woman within forty -eight hours of 
production of such proof as may be prescribed that the woman has been 
delivered of a child. 

(6 ) The failure to give notice under this section shall not disentitle 
a woman to maternity benefit or any other amount under this Act if she 
is otherwise entitled to such benefit or amount and in any such case an 
Inspector may either of his own motion or on an application made to 
him by the woman , order the payment of such benefit or amount within 
such period as may be specified in the order. 

7. Payment of maternity benefit in case of death of a woman .-- If a 
woman entitled to maternity benefit or any other amount under this Act , 
dies before receiving such maternity benefit or amount, or where the 
employer is liable for maternity benefit under the second proviso to 
sub- section ( 3 ) of section 5 , the employer shall .pay such benefit or 
amount to the person nominated by the woman in the notice given under 
section 6 and in case there is no such nominee, to her legal representative. 

8. Paymont of medical bonus.Every woman entitled to maternity 
benefit under this Act shall also be entitled to receive from her employer 
a medical bonus of twenty - five rupees , if no pre-natal confinement and 
post-natal care is provided for by the employer free of charge. 

9 . Leave for miscarriage. - In case of miscarriage, a woman shall, 
on production of such proof as may be prescribed, be entitled to leave 
with wages at the rate of maternity benefit, for a period of six weeks 
immediately following the day of her miscarriage. 
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10. Leave for illness arising out of pregnancy , delivery, premature 
birth of child , or miscarriage. - A woman suffering from illness arising 
out of pregnancy , delivery, premature birth of child or miscarriage shali. 
on production of such proof as may be prescribed, be entitled, in addition 
to the period of absence allowed to her under section 6 , or , as the case 
may be, under section 9, to leave with wages at the rate of maternity 
benefit for a maximum period of one month . 

11. Nursing breaks.- Every woman delivered of a child who returns 
to duty after such delivery shall, in addition to the interval for rest 
allowed to her, be allowed in the course of her daily work two breaks 
of the prescribed duration for nursing the child until the child attains 
the age of fifteen months. 

12. Dismissal during absence of pregnancy.- ( 1 ) When a woman 
absents herself from work in accordance with the provisions of this Act, 
it shall be unlawful for her employer to discharge or dismiss her during 
or on account of such absence or to give notice of discharge or dismissal 
on such a day that the notice will expire during such absence , or to vary 
to her disadvantage any of the conditions of her service . 

(2 ) ( a ) The discharge or dismissal of a woman at any time during 
her pregnancy , if the woman but for such discharge or dismissal would 
have been entitled to maternity benefit or medical bonus referred to in 
section 8 , shall not have the effect of depriving her of the maternity 
benefit or medical bonus : 

Provided that where the dismissal is for any prescribed gross mis 
conduct, the employer may, by order in writing communicated to the 
woman , deprive her of the maternity benefit or medical bonus or both . 

( b ) Any woman deprived of maternity benefit or medical bonus or 
both , may, within sixty days from the date on which the order of such 
deprivation is communicated to her, appeal to such authority as may be 
prescribed, and the decision of that authority on such appeal, whether 
the woman should or should not be deprived of maternity benefit or 
medical bonus or both , shall be final. 

( c ) Nothing contained in this sub-section shall affect the provisions 
contained in sub-section ( 1 ) . 

13. No deduction of wages in certain cases. - No deduction from the 
normal and usual daily wages of woman entitled to maternity benefit 
under the provisions of this Act shall be made by reason only of 

(a ) the nature of work assigned to her by virtue of the provisions 
contained in sub -section ( 3 ) of section 4 ; or 

( b ) breaks for nursing the child allowed to her under the pro 
visions of section 11. 
14. Appointment of Inspectors. The appropriate Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint such officers as it thinks 
fit to be Inspectors for the purposes of this Act and may define the local 
limits of the jurisdiction within which they shall exercise their functions 
under this Act. 

15. Porers and duties of Inspectors.--An Inspector may, subject to 
such restrictions or conditions as may be prescribed, exercise all or any 
of the following powers, namely : 
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( a ) enter at all reasonable times with such assistants, if any, 
being persons in the service of the Government or any local or other 
public authority, as he thinks fit, any premises or place where women 
are employed or work is given to them in an establishment, for the 
purposes of examining any registers, records and notices required 
to be kept or exhibited by or under this Act and require their pro 
duction for inspection ; 

( b ) examine any person whom he finds in any premises or place 
and who, he has reasonable cause to believe, is employed in the 
establishment : 

Provided that no person shall be compelled under this section 
to answer any question or give any evidence tending to incriminate 
himself ; 

( c ) require the employer to give information regarding the names 
and addresses of women employed, payments made to them , and 
applications or notices received from them under this Act; and 

( a ) take copies of any registers and records or notices or any 
portions thereof. 
16. Inspectors to be public servants. - Every Inspector appointed under 
this Act shall be deemed to be a public servant within the meaning of 
section 21 of the Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860 ) . 

17. Power of Inspector to direct payments to be made.- ( 1 ) Any 
woman claiming that maternity benefit or any other amount to which 
she is entitled under this Act and any person claiming that payment due 
under section 7 has been improperly withheld may make a complaint to 
the Inspector. 

( 2 ) The Inspector may, of his own motion or on receipt of a com 
plaint referred to in sub -section ( 1 ), make an inquiry or cause an inquiry 
to be made and if satisfied that payment has been wrongfully withheld , 
may direct the payment to be made in accordance with his orders. 

( 3 ) Any person aggrieved by the decision of the Inspector under 
sub -section ( 2 ) may, within thirty days from the date on which such 
decision is communicated to such person , appeal to the prescribed 
authority . 

(4 ) The decision of the prescribed authority where an appeal has 
been preferred to it under sub- section ( 3 ) or of the Inspector where no 
such appeal has been preferred , shall be Anal. 

(5 ) Any amount payable under this section shall be recoverable 
as an arrear of land revenue . 

18. Forfeiture of maternity benefit . - If a woman works in any 
establishment after she has been permitted by her employer to absent 
herself under the provisions of section 6 for any period during such 
authorised absence, she shall forfeit her claim to the maternity benefit 
for such period . 

19 . Abstract of Act and rules thereunder to be exhibited .-- An abstract 
of the provisions of this Act and the rules made thereunder in the 
language or languages of the locality shall be exhibited in a conspicuous 
place by the employer in every part of the establishment in which women 
are employed. 
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20. Registers, etc. - Every employer shall prepare and maintain such 
registers, records and muster-rolls and in such manner as may be 
prescribed . 

21. Penalty for contravention of Act employer .- If any employer 
contravenes the provisions of this Act or the rules made thereunder, he 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to three months, 
or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with both ; and 
where the contravention is of any provision regarding maternity benefit 
or regarding payment of any other amount and such maternity benefit 
or amount has not already been recovered, the court shall , in addition 
recover such maternity benefit or amount as if it were a fine and pay 
the same to the person entitled thereto . 

22. Penalty for obstructing Inspector .- Whoever fails to produce on 
demand by the Inspector any register or document in his custody kept 
in pursuance of Act or the rules made thereunder or conceals or 
prevents any person from appearing before or being examined by an 
Inspector shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to 
three months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or 
with both . 

23. Cognizance of offences.- ( 1 ) No prosecution for an offence punish 
able under this Act or any rule made thereunder shall be instituted after 
the expiry of one year from the date on which the offence is alleged to 
have been committed and no such prosecution shall be instituted except 
by , or with the previous sanction of, the Inspector : 

Provided that in computing the period of one year aforesaid , the 
time, if any , taken for the purpose of obtaining such previous sanction 
shall be excluded . 

( 2 ) No court inferior to that of a Presidency Magistrate or & 
Magistrate of the First Class shall try any such offence. 

24. Protection of action taken in good faith . - No suit, prosecution, 
or other legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anything which 
is in good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act 
or of any rule or order made thereunder. 

25. Power of Central Government to give directions.- The Central 
Government may give such directions as it may deem necessary to a 
State Government regarding the carrying into execution of the pro 
visions of this Act and the State Government shall comply with such 
directions. 

26. Power to exempt establishments.- If the appropriate Government 
is satisfied that having regard to an establishment or a class of establish 
ments providing for the grant of benefits which are not less favourable 
than those provided in this Act, it is necessary so to do , it may , by noti 
fication in the Official Gazette, exempt, subject to such conditions and 
restrictions, if any, as may be specified in the notification, the establish 
ment or class of establishments from the operation of all or any of the 
provisions of this Act or of any rule made thereunder . 

27. Effect of laws and agreements inconsistent with this Act.- ( 1 ) The 
provisions of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding anything incon 
sistent therewith contained in any other law or in the terms of any 
award , agreement or contract of service, whether made before or after 
the coming into force of this Act : 

G , 390 
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Provided that where under any such award, agreement, contract of 
service or otherwise, a woman is entitled to benefits in respect of any 
matter which are more favourable to her than those to which she would 
be entitled under this Act, the woman shall continue to be entitled to 
the more favourable benefits in respect of that matter, notwithstanding 
that she is entitled to receive benefits in respect of other matters under 
this Act. 

( 2 ) Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to preclude 
a woman from entering into an agreement with her employer for granting 
her rights or privileges in respect of any matter which are more favour 
able to her than those to which she would be entitled under this Act. 

28. Power to make rules.- ( 1 ) The appropriate Government may, 
subject to the condition of previous publication and by notification in the 
Official Gazette , make rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

( 2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such rules may provide for 

( a ) the preparation and maintenance of registers, records, and 
muster -rolls; 

(b ) the exercise of powers (including the inspection of establish 
ments) and the performance of duties by Inspectors for the purposes 
of this Act; 

( c ) the method of payment of maternity benefit and other benefits 
under this Act in so far as provision has not been made therefor in 
this Act ; 

( d ) the form of notices under section 6 ; 
(e ) the nature of proof required under the provisions of this Act ; 
( f ) the duration of nursing breaks referred to in section 11; 

( g ) acts which may constitute gross misconduct for purposes of 
section 12 ; 

( h ) the authority to which an appeal under clause ( b ) of sub 
section ( 2 ) of section 12 shall lie ; the form and manner in which 
such appeal may be made and the procedure to be followed in dis 
posal thereof; 

(i) the authority to which an appeal shall lie against the decision 
of the Inspector under section 17 ; the form and manner in which 
such appeal may be made and the procedure to be followed in dis 
posal thereof ; 

(j ) the form and manner in which complaints may be made to 
Inspectors under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 17 and the procedure to 
be followed by them when making inquiries or causing inquiries 
to be made under sub -section ( 2 ) of that section ; 

(k ) any other matter which is to be, or may be, prescribed . 

( 3 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this section 
shall be laid as soon as may be after it is made, before each House of 
Parliament while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which 
may be comprised in one session or in two successive sessions, and if 
before the expiry of the session in which it is so laid or the session 
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immediately following, both Houses agree in making any modification 
in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule should not be made, the 
rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
effect, as the case may be; so however that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything pre 
viously done under that rule . 

29. Amendment of Act 69 of 1951. - In section 32 of the Plantations 
Labour Act, 1951, 

( a ) in sub-section ( 1 ), the letter and brackets " ( a ) " before the 
words " in the case of sickness" , the word " and" after the words 
" sickness allowance " and clause (b ) shall be omitted ; 

(b ) in sub- section (2 ), the words " or maternity " shall be omitted. 
30. Repeal. - On the application of this Act ( 19 of 1941 ), 

(i) to mines, the Mines Maternity Benefit Act, 1941 ; and 

(ii) to factories situate in the Union territory of Dahi, the 
Bombay Maternity Benefit Act, 1929 (Bom . Act VII of 1929 ), as in 
force in that territory, shall stand repealed .
